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PREFACE. 


Some introduction may be necessary to a work like the present, to explain its 
nature and establish its utility. To translate a translation when both the original 
and a direct version of that are in our hands appears a thankless task, and yet it 
may not be difficult to show that so peculiar is the case of the Septuagint as 
to vindicate a process which if adopted with regard to any other work would 
be comparatively useless. 

There * is little doubt that part of this Version was made towards the com- 
mencement of the reign of Ptolemy Philadelphus about the year B.c. 280. The 
Jews of Alexandria whether by his command or of their own accord translated a 
portion of the Scriptures into Greck. The popular story of the seventy-two Inter- 
preters, attributed to Aristceas, may be dismissed as a fabulous legend; though we 
have internal evidence from the very words of the version that the writers 
belonged to Alexandria or at least to Egypt. 

This portion when completed was referred to the Jewish Sanhedrim at Alex- 
andria, and revised and approved by them, which circumstance was probably the 
real origin of the name Sepruacint. The remaining part of the Translation was 
executed at different periods, and, as the wide diversity of style would lead us to 
suppose, by different hands. 

We proceed to notice the principal advantages to be derived from the study of 
this ancient version, on which of course the utility of any translation made from it 
must depend. 

The Septuagint either agrees with the Hebrew, or it differs from it. If it 
agrees, the manifest coincidence of the oldest version extant will form an 
interesting evidence of the purity of the original text,—of the fidelity of the 
version, and also,—of the correctness of our own translation, the authorised 
English Bible. : 

On the other hand, if the Septuagint does xot agree with the Hebrew, many 
considerations naturally occur to our minds, involving questions of greater or less 
magnitude, but of deep interest to such as prize the integrity and inspiration of 
Scripture. Such are—the purity of the Hebrew text—the correctness of our 
English Translation—the value, antiquity and genuineness of the Hebrew points— 
the degree of sanction given by the Apostles to the Septuagint by their quotations 
from it in the New Testament, especially where those quotations are accompanied 
with variations from the Hebrew—the effects which such discrepancies should have 
upon our minds with regard to the extent of inspiration. is : 

Happily for the Church of God, the grand questions of the Inspiration of 
Scripture, of the Purity of the sacred text, and the Correctness of the English 
Version do not remain to be settled. Nor if they did would the writer of these 
pages venture to discuss them. Here he may safely assume that they ave settled. 

All that he has to do is to notice the bearing which a comparison of the 
Septuagint with the Hebrew has upon the subjects above referred to. 

It cannot be denied that there are cases in which the Septuagint appears as a 
witness in favour of the wnpointed text. Remove the points and the Hebrew is

found on some oceasions to speak the language of the New Testament. Perhaps 
we can hardly sclect a more striking instance of this than is afforded by Gen, xlvii. 
31, compared with Hebrews xi. 21. We will give the quotation at full length that 
our readers may understand both the difficulty and the solution. In the English 
version of Heb. xi. 21, Jacob is said to have worshipped, deaning on the top of his 
staff: (according to the Roman versions, worshipped the top of his staff). ; 

The following is a literal quotation from the Septuagint of Genesis with which 
the English version is at variance: 

G0. mpocerivncey emt ra cikpov Tis paBdov abrod. 

Eng. Ver. bowed himself upon the bed’s head. 
The difference is occasioned by the punctuation of the Hebrew, the Septuagint 
Translators reading non madée, staff, the English Translators 18D muttah, bed. 

The writer believes this instance to be one of the strongest, if not the very 
strongest that can be adduced in favour of the unpointed Hebrew text, as far as the 
Scptuagint is concerned. } ; 

Closely connected with the subject of the Hebrew points is that interesting 
question, How are we to reconcile the apparent discrepancies between the Apostolic 
quotations in the New Testament and the Hebrew original? (vz. e. in those cases 
where neither the change nor obliteration of the points would help us.) For the 
apparent mistranslations are quoted by the inspired writers. One or two instances 
will suffice. The Septuagint rendering of Psalm iv. 4, is Opyifecde kat pn dpapravere, 

3e ye angry and sin not. These words are quoted by St. Paul Eph. iv. 26. The 
meaning of the Hebrew (according to the English Version) is, Stand in awe 
and sin not. 

Again, the literal rendering of the Hebrew in Prov. xi. 81, is, Behold the 
righteous shall be recompensed in the carth, much more the wicked and 
the sinner. But the Septuagint version of the words is, "Ec 6 pev Sixaos 
pokes calerar, 6 doeBjs kal duaprwdds mod gaveira; If the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shall the ungodly and the sinner appear? This passage is familiar 
to our readers as part of the first Epistle of Peter, iv. 18. Now allowing 
that the first instance is a more literal rendering of the original than the common 
one, it will hardly be said that the verse in Proverbs is more than a paraphrase 
of the Hebrew.* 

The question, we must remember, has been throughout, not are such citations 
consistent with the gencral tenor of Scripture truth? but do they interfere with or 
destroy the doctrine of plenary verbal inspiration? The writer belicves they do 
not, and (to present the argument in as condensed a form as possible) chiefly for 
this reason, that what was uninspired before quotation becomes inspired aftcr; or 
rather quotation by the Holy Ghost is the very stamp and seal of inspiration 
affixed to the words at the moment He condescends to use them. If God can 
employ human means, including human words and phrases too, not the pure 
tongue of Paradise, but language in itself (till purged by Ilim) witnessing to the 
pollution of man’s sinful lips, may not the Heavenly Dove light upon truth, 
which has been ignorantly perhaps, foolishly, perversely uttered, and yet twth, 
and therefore infinitely precious, because of its capacity to minister to the spiritual 
wants of the children of God? If any think this language too strong Ict them 
refer to Tit. i, 12, 13, where we have the testimony of inspiration itself to assure

Suppose Paul an inspired writer or preacher in this country at the 
present time, Is it inconsistent with the idca of plenary yerbal inspiration to conceive that he could quote Sternhold 
and Llopkins with or without sume such introduction ay the followmy, ‘* As your own metrical version has it.’? The 
writer considers that this is quite Hora and believes also that it would by no means follow that the Old Version of 
the Psalms was inspired, or even that the whole of it was sound. If so, much more probable is it that the Apostle 
would have quoted the authorised prose translation, and more probable still that he would quote the Septuagint among 
the Grecks, which he did, 
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us that God can take words of one nationally and as it were constitutionally a liar 
and add this sanction, Zhis witness is true. 
_ , Much confusion and difficulty may indeed be avoided if we bear in mind that 
itis throughout a question not of originality but of inspiration, save that whatever is 
good anywhere must of course be original with the Iather of lights, whatever the 
channel through which it happens to flow. 

In reply then to the question, how far does the apostolic quotation of a part of 
the Septuagint warrant the inspiration of the whole? we venture to state that it is 
no warrant at all. What the Holy Ghost touches it hallows—bcyond this 
the translation, whatever its excellence, comes into our hands as the work of 
fallible man. 

As such, however, it is highly valuable. It is not only a translation of the Old 
Testament, but it is the Old Testament translated into the language of the New. 
Let it be remembered that the Gospel was in its aspect to the world a Hellenistic 
thing. In the providential designs of God ‘the Roman was the herald to 
proclaim silence to the world, the Greek was the interpreter.” And this was in 
keeping with the extension of the Gospel to the Gentiles. It did not merely 
facilitate the grand scheme of universal preaching, but Greeks, in the language of 
Scripture, were Gentiles and Gentiles were Greeks. See John vii. 35; Rom. i. 14. 
There is reason to believe that the very knowledge of Hebrew now existing 
among us has been won, in measure at least, by the patient labour of many who at 
one time or-another diligently compared the original Scriptures with the Sep- 
tuagint. 

There is indecd one benefit of a still higher order to be derived from this 
version than even the elucidation of the Hebrew Scriptures. This is the correc- 
tion of the Hebrew text itself. There is danger, doubtless, of pressing this 
argument too far, and of weakening the confidence of the multitude in our copies 
of Scripture, but a very few instances will serve to establish the value of the 
Septuagint in this respect without unduly or falsely lowering the reputation of the 
Hebrew.* In Genesis iv. 8, the Hebrew is rendered in the English version Cain 
tulked with Abel his brother. But the analogy of the Hebrew language requires 
that the words should rather be translated Cain sa:d to Abel his brother (the 
words of the speaker following). These words the Septuagint supplies, “‘ Let us 
go into the ficld.” Again, Deut. xxxii. 48, the following words occur in the Septua- 
gint, ‘ Rejoice, ye heavens, with him and let all the angels of God worship him.” 
This passage does nof occur in our present Hebrew copies, and yet they are 
quoted in the epistle to the Hebrews i.6. Another very remarkable instance of 
the use of the Septuagint in thus correcting the Hebrew is afforded by the omis- 
sion of a verse in one of the acrostic Psalms, (cxliv. 13), where the order of the 
alphabet requires that it should begin with 3. This verse also the Septuagint 
supplies. : 

This may be a suitable place for a few words in explanation of the obel: 
and asterisks of Origen. If the Septuagint does not perfectly accord with the 
Hebrew, there are only two ways in one or both of which they can possibly differ. 
1. By the Hebrew containing what is omitted in the Septuagint. 2. By the 
Septuagint containing what is omitted in the Hebrew. In the former case Origen 
supplied the omission from some Greek translation then extant (chiefly that of 
Theodotion) and marked the inserted words with an asterisk; in the latter he 
affixed an obelus to those passages of the Septuagint to which there was nothing in 
the Hebrew to correspond. These two signs contribute powerfully to establish 
the supcrior claims of the Vatican copy. For on the one hand this copy contains 
those passages which early Christian writers represent as having been omitted in 
the Hebrew, but supplied and obelised by Origen. On the other hand of those 
passages which occur in the Hebrew but not in the Septuagint, and are said to 
nave been marked with an asterisk by Origen, not one appears in the Vatican.

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It may be urged, and that in connexion with what has been already said, 
that there are many reasons for publishing the Septuagint, but few for translating 
it. Let scholars, it may be said, make the most of it, and give others the benefit 
of the comparison, but the unlearned who are confined to translations may be 
satisficd with the translation of the Hebrew. Beyond this things might be left to 
find their own level. Let the Greek Septuagint be published in a cheap and 
accessible form and the march of mind will soon supply readers. 

But the march of intcllect is not the march of literature. If the reading 
population of the country promises to double itself in a few years, the thinking 
part of the community increases at a still more rapid rate. And their judgment 
of books must sometimes precede the reading of them. To inform this judgment 
is one great use of translations. It is well worthy of consideration (strange as it 
may appear) that the studies of the learned are, and to a certain extent must be, 
directed by the unlearned. These cannot indeed teach what they do not know, 
but they can decide what shall be taught, a material difference which has been too 
frequently overlooked. The sons of widows, of commercial and military men, of 
tradesmen and mechanics, whose success in business enables them to aspire to a 
better education for their children than they have themselves enjoyed, these if they 
receive a learned education at all, have a Icarncd cducation chosen by their 
parents, who frequently know very little what their children are taught. They 
have read it may be Pope’s Homer and Dryden’s Virgil, beyond this their 
acquaintance with the books their children are reading does not extend. 

It is a just remark, we believe, of Archbishop Whately, that it would be well if 
a translation of the plays acted at Westminster school were put into the hands of 
the boys’ mothers. If a translation of bad books is useful to teach parents what 
to refuse, still more desirable is a translation of good books to teach them what 
to choose. Why then, it may be asked, is the Septuagint so little known and so 
little valued? The answer is Because et has not been translated. 

On the subject of the preference that should be given to sacred studies in the 
education of children we may learn even from Roman Catholics, one of whom 
represents the Septuagint as a most suitable introduction to the study of profane 
Greek writers.* Our readers are familiar with the history of a king of Pontus 
who endeavoured in his old age to poison himself, but the antidotes he had taken 
in lis youth happily rendered the attempt ineffectual. Too frequently in the 
education of children professed Christians and Protestants reverse this order. The 
poison is taken first and in youth, the system is deeply inoculated with it, the 
antidote if taken at all, is taken too late. We are well aware of the grand objec- 
tion to the introduction of the Septuagint into schools, viz. that the Greck is not 
classical. Not to provoke the hostility of the whole learned world by venturing a 
word against Homer, why should not the Septuagint be allowed a place as well 
as Theocritus? The study of selections from this poct is considered to interfere 
little with the general attainment of a knowledge of Greck, though the dialect 
varies far more from the attic purity of Thucydides and Xenophon than does the 
Septuagint. 

One cffect that might be anticipated from the growing attention on the part of 
Christians to the whole Word of God and to the Hebrew Scriptures in particular, 
is, that the credit of the Septuagint would suffer in consequence. The writer 
is of opinion that the reverse will be the case. The effect may be indeed to 
lower the extravagant pretensions of those of its admirers who would exalt it to 
the disparagement of the Hebrew, or claim for it the rank of an inspired composi- 
tion; but this will only reduce it to its just level, that of an extremely useful 
translation. 

The dangerous acquirement of a ttle Hebrew learning will be less likely 
to flatter its possessor, when it is shared with many others, or improved into 
a competent acquaintance with the language and its difficultics. ‘The Scptuagint

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will be welcomed not indeed as the rival, but the handmaid of the Hebrew 
Scriptures, the pleasing tribute of Gentile literature to the House of God; who 
from the midst of all the infidelity and error that darken the earth can elicit 
blessings for his people; who could make the inauspicious land of Egypt at one 
time a shelter for ‘the young child’ from the jealousy of a Jewish king, at another 
the faithful repository of the written Word. The Jews were thus providentially 
led to deposit a pledge for the truth of the Gospel which they could never recall, 
and in the heart of their inspired records had treasured up a picture of the Man 
of Sorrows of which it was too late to deny the likeness to Jesus of Nazareth. 

The translation has been made from the Vatican text (Valpy’s edition) with 
occasional insertions of Alexandrine readings in the notes. As these have seldom 
been added, except where they seemed to elucidate or otherwise improve upon the 
Vatican text, they would of course convey far too favourable an opinion of that copy 
to any one who should form a judgment of it from a review of those passages alone. 
The comparative merits of the two copies have been the subject of much contro- 
versy, but the question is yet undecided. The general opinion appears to be in 
favour of the Vatican, while at the same time many obscure passages are rendered 
clear, and many omissions supplied by the Alexandrine text. 

Most of the references to the New Testament are taken from the list in Spear- 
man’s Letters on the Septuagint, (pp. 348—352), a work containing some valuable 
remarks. but tinctured throughout with the opinions of Hutchinson, and stating, 
rather than answering, the question we have been considering relative to the 
quotations from the Septuagint found in the New Testament. 

In the notes also, though very rarely, there appears the name of Thomson, the 
American translator. The writer has himself never seen that work, but some 
alterations and improvements were made from it bya friend (Mr. Charles Pridham) 
who had the opportunity of comparing the two, and to whom he is otherwise in- 
debted for the correction of many errors. While thus acknowledging our obliga- 
tions to Thoinson, we are of course not likely to speak slightingly of his work. If 
there are faults, they are probably those of a vigorous and independent mind, better 
fitted to engage in original attempts than to submit to the drudgery of translation. 

For the purpose of throwing some light on the Chronology of the Septuagint, 
the following Table has been copied, with some variations, from Horne’s valuable 
Introduction to the Study of Scripture, Vol. ili. p. 527, 7th ed.

’And God spoke to Noe, and to his 
sons with him, saying, ? And behold I 
establish my covenant with you, and 
with your seed after you, !°and with 
+Gr. living every ‘living creatwre with 
my ou, of birds and of beasts, 
and with all the wild beasts of the earth, 
as many as are with you, of all that 
come out of the ark. ™And I will 
establish my covenant with you, and 
all flesh shall not any more die by the 
water of the flood, and there shall no 
more be a flood of water to destroy all 
the earth. '? And the Lord God said 
to Noe, This 7s the sign of the covenant 
which I set between me and you, and 
between every living creature which is 
with you: for perpetual gencrations. 
37 set my bow in the cloud, and it 
shall be for a sign of covenant between 
me and the carth. }4 And it shall be 
when I gather clouds upon the earth, 
that my bow shall be seen in the cloud.

8 Now the sons of Noe which came 
out of the ark, were Sem, Cham, Ja- 
pheth. And Cham was father of Cha- 
naan. }'? These three are the sons of 
Noe, of these were men scattered over 
all the earth. *° And Noe began to be 
a husbandman, and he lanted a vine- 
yard. *! And he aaa of the wine, 
and was drunk, and was naked in his 
house. 7? And Cham the father of 
Chanaan saw the nakednessof hisfather,

I will bless thee, and multiplying J will 
multiply thy seed as the stars of heaven, 
and as the sand which is by the shore 
of the sea, and thy seed shall inherit 
the cities of their enemies. ‘And tin 
thy secd shall all the nations + Aets 3. 25. 
of the earth be blessed, because thou 
hast hearkened to my voice. '? And 
Abraam returned to his servants, and 
they arose and went togethcr to the 
well of the oath, and Abraam dwelt at 
the well of the oath. 

20 And it came to pass after these 
things, that it was reported to Abraam, 
‘saying, Behold, Melcha +mten, uncer. 
herself too has born sons °° 
to Nachor thy brother, *! Uz the 
first-born, and Baux his brother, and 
Camucel the father of the Syrians, and 
Chazad, and ?Azav and Phaldes, and 
Jeldaph, and Bathuel, and Bathuel 
begot Rebecca, “these are eight sons, 
which Melcha bore to Nachor the 
brother of Abraam. *And his concu- 
bine whose name was Rheuma, she also 
bore Tabec, and Taam, and Tochios, 
and Mocha.

me the double cave which he has, 
which is in a part of his field, let him 
give it me for the money it 1s worth 
for possession of a burying-place among 
you. }°Now Ephron was sitting in the 
midst of the children of Chet, and 
Ephron the Chettite answered Abraam 
and spoke in the hearing of the sons 
of Chet, and of all who entered the 
ter.vewithme. city, saying, |!’ Attend to 
me, my lord, and hear me, I give to 
thee the ficld and the cave which is in 
it; I have given it thee before all m 

countrymen, bury thy dead. "And 
Abraam did obeisance before the peo- 
ple of the land. ‘And he spoke in 
the ears of Ephron before the people 
of the land, Since thou art on my side, 
hear me, take the moncy of the land 
from me, and I will bury my dead there. 
But Ephron answered Abraam, say- 
ing, Nay, my lord, [ have heard in- 
deed, the land is worth four hundred 
silver didrachms, but what can this be 
between me and thee? nay, do thou 
bury thy dcad. 1 And Abraam heark- 
ened to Ephron, and Abraam rendered 
to Ephron the money, which he men- 
tioned in the cars of the sons of Chet, 
four hundred didrachms of silver ap- 
proved with merchants. '7And the 
field of Ephron, which was in Double 
Cave, which is opposite Mambre, the 
field and the cave, which was in it, 
and every tree which was in the field, 
and whatever is in its borders round 


about, were made sure unto Abraam 
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for a possession, before the sons of Chet, 
and all that entered into the city.

Gr. eaused to’ the city by the well of water 
ane towards evening, when dam- 
sels go forth to draw water. 

And he said, O Lord God of my 
master Abraam, prosper my way before 
me to day, and deal mercifully with 
my master Abraam. “Lo! I stand by 
the well of water, and the daughters 
of them that inhabit the city come forth 
to draw water.

And he said to him, Come in 
hither, thou blessed of the Lord, why 
standest thou without, whereas I have 
prepared the house and a place for the 
camels? 32And the man entered into 
the house, and unloaded the camels, 
and gave the camels straw and pro- 
vender, and water to wash his feet, and 
the feet of the men that were with him. 
33 And he set before them loaves to 
eat, but he said, I will +er. spoxen 
not eat, until | have *told ™Y ors 
my errand. And he said, Speak on. 
34 And he said, I am a servant of 
Abraam, “and the Lord has blessed my 
master greatly, and he is exalted, and 
he has given him sheep, and calves, 
and silver, and gold, servants and ser- 
vant-maids, camels, and asses. *° And 
Sarrha my master’s wife bore one son 
to my master after he had grown old, 
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and he gave him whatever he had. 

87 And my master caused me to swear, 
saying, Thou shalt not take a wile to 
my son of the daughters of the Cha- 
nanites, among whom I sojourn in their 
land. *But thou shalt go to the house 
of my father, and to my tribe, and thou 
shalt take thence a wife for my son. 
39 And I said to my master, Take heed 
lest haply the woman shall not go with 
me. 4°And he said to me, The Lord God 
to whom: | have been acceptable in his 
presence, himself shall send out his 
angel with thee, and shall prosper thy 
journey, and thou shalt take a wife for 
my son of my tribe, and of the house 
of my father.

59So they sent forth Rebecea their 
sister, and her goods, and the servant 
of Abraam, and his attendants. ° And 
they blessed Rebecca, and said to her, 
Thou art our sister; beeoine thou 
thousands of myriads and Iet thy seed 
possess the cities of their cnemics. 
*! And Rebecca rose upand her maidens, 
und they mounted the camels and went 
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with the man, and the servant having 
taken up Rebecca, departed. 

* And Isaac went through the wil- 
derness to the well of the vision, and 
he dwelt in the land toward the south. 
*§ And Isaac went forth into the plain 
toward cvening to meditate, and hav- 
ing lifted up his eyes, he saw camels 
coming. And Rebecca lifted up her 
eyes, and saw Isaac, and she alighted 
briskly from the camel, “and said to 
the servant, Who is that man that 
walks in the pla to meet us? And 
the servant said, This is my master, 
and she took her veil and covered her- 
self. © And the servant told Isaac all 
watt, athe ‘that he had done. * And 
Hebraism.

And it came to 
pass after Abraam was dead, that God 
blessed Isaac his son, and Isaac dwelt 
by the well of the vision. !* And these 
are the gencrations of Ismacl the son 
of Abraam, whom Agar the Egyptian 
the hand-maid of Sarrha bore to 
Abraam. '3 And these are the names 
of the sons of Ismael, according to the 
names of their generations. The first- 
born of Ismacl, Nabaioth, and Kedar, 
and Nabdeel, and Massam,'4and Masma, 
and Duma, and Masse, '®and Choddan, 
and Theman, and Jctur, and Naphes 
and Kedma. '°These are the sons of 
Ismael, and these are their names in 
their tents and in their dwellings, 
twelve princes according to their na- 
tions. |'And these are the years of 
the life of Ismacl,a hundred and thirty- 
seven years, and he failed and dicd, and 
was added to his * fathers. + Gr. family. 

18 And he dwelt from Evilat unto Sur, 
which is opposite Egypt, until one 
comes to the Assyrians, he dwelt in the 
presence of all his brethren. 

9 And these are the generations of 
Isaac the son of Abraam. ®? Abraam 
begot Isaac. And Isaac was forty years 
old when he took to wife Rebccca 
daughter of Bathuel the Syrian out of 
Syrian Mesopotamia, sister of Laban 
the Syrian. *!And Isaac prayed the 
Lord concerning Rebecca his wife, be- 
cause she was barren, and the Lord 
heard him, and his wife Rebecca con- 
ceived in her womb. ” And the babes 
leaped within her, and she said, If it 
will be so with me, why is this to me? 
And she went to enquire of the Lord.

Tor if I should not cross over unto 
thee, neither shouldest thou cross over

So Jacob and his sons came 
into Egypt to Joseph, and Pharao 
king of Egypt heard of it. * And 
Pharao spoke to Joseph, saying, thy 
father and thy brethren are come to 
thee. © Behold, the land of Egypt is 
before thee, settle thy father and thy 
brethren in the best land. 7And 
Joseph brought in Jacob his father and 
set him before Pharao; and Jacob 
blessed Pharao. ®%And Pharao said to 
Jacob, How many are the years of the 
days of thy life? And Jacob said to 
Pharao, ‘The days of the years of my 
life wherein I sojourn are a hundred 
and thirty years, few and evil have 
been the days of the years of my hfe, 
they have not attained to the days of 
the life of my fathers, in which days 
they sojourned. '°And Jacob blessed 
Pharao, and departed from him. ''And 
Joseph settled his father and his bre- 
thren, and gave them a possession in 
the land of Egypt, in the best land, in 
the land of Ramesses, as Pharao com- 
manded. '* And Jacob gave provision 
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to his father and his brethren, and to 
all the house of his father, corn for 
each person. 

And there was no corn in all the 
land, for the famine prevailed greatly; 
and the land of Egypt and the land of 
Chanaan fainted for the famine. 'And 
Joseph gathered all the money that 
was found in the land of Egypt and 
the land of Chanaan; in return for the 
corn which they bought, and he dis- 
tributed corn to them, and Joseph 
brought all the money into the house 
of Pharao.  Andall the money failed 
out of the land of Egypt, and out of 
the land of Chanaan, and all the 
Egyptians came to Joseph, saying, 
Give us bread, and why do we dic in 
thy presence? for our money is spent.

‘And that year passed, and 
they came to him in the second year, 
a said to him, Must we then be con- 
sumed from before our lord? for if our 
money has failed, and our possessions, 
and our cattle, brought to thee our 
lord, and there has not been left to us 
before our lord more than our own 
bodies and our land, we are indeed des- 
titute. In order then that we dic 
not before thee, and the land be made 
desolate, buy us and our land for bread, 
and we and our land will be servants 
to Pharao: give seed that we may sow 
and live and not die, so our land shall 
not be made desolate. *° And Joseph 
bought all the land of the Egyptians 
for Pharao, for the Egyptians sold their 
land to Pharao, for the famine pre- 
vailed against them, and the land be- 
came Pharao’s. ®!And he brought the 
people into bondage to him for scr- 
vants, from one extrenuty of Egypt to 
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the other. *? Except only the land of 
the priests; Joseph bought not this, 
for Pharao gave a portion in the way 
of gift to the priests, and they ate their 
paren which Pharao gave them, there- 
ore they sold not ther land. * And 
Joseph said to all the Egyptians, Be- 
hold I have bought you and your land 
this day for Pharao, take seed for you 
and sow the land. #4 And there shall 
be the fruits of it, and ye shall give the 
fifth part to Pharao, and the four 7e- 
maining parts shall be for yourselves 
for seed for the carth, and for food for 
you, and all that are in your houses. 
© And they said, Thou hast saved us; 
we have found favour before our lord, 
and we will be servants to Pharao. 
6 And Joseph appointed it to them for 
an ordinance until this day, to reserve 
a fifth part for Pharao on the land of 
Egypt, except only the land of the 
priests, that was not Pharao’s. 

7 And Isracl dwelt in Egypt in the 
land of Gesem, and they gained an in- 
heritance upon it, and they increased 
and multiplied very greatly. *§ And 
Jacob survived seventeen years in the 
land of Egypt, and Jacob’s days of the 
years of lus hfe were a pene and 
forty-seven years. *° And the days of 
Israel drew nigh for him to die, and

CHAPTER I.—II. Versrts 1—3. 


1. THESE are the names of the sons 
of Israel that came into Egypt together 
with Jacob their father; they came in 
each with their whole family. ? Ruben, 
Simeon, Levi, Judas, *Issachar, Za- 
bulon, Benjamin, * Dan and Nepthalim, 
Gad and Aser. °But Joseph was in 
Kgypt. And all the souls born of Jacob 
were seventy-five. ®And Joseph died, 
and all his brethren, and all that ge- 
neration. 7 And the children of Israel 
increased and multiplied, and became 
numerous and grew exccedingly strong, 
and the land multiplied them. ®And 
there arose up another king over Egypt, 
who knew not Joseph. ’ And he said 
to his nation, Behold the race of the 
children of Israel is a great multitude, 
and is stronger than we: '°Come then, 
Ict us deal craftily with them, lest at 
any time they be increased, and when- 
soever war shall happen to us, these 
also shall be added to our enemies, and 
having prevailed against us in war, 
they will depart out of the land. ''And 
he set over them task-masters, who 
should afflict them in their works, and 
they built strong cities for Pharao, both 
Pitho, and Ramesses, and On, which 
is Heliopolis.

CHAP. III. v. 3. 


Moses departed from the presence of 
Pharao, and dwelt in the land of 
Madiam, and having come into the 
land of Madiam,.he sat on the well. 
'© And the priest of Madiam had seven 
daughters, feeding the flock of their 
father Jothor, and they came and drew 
water until they filled their pitchers, 
to water the io of their father Jothor.

23 And Aaron took to himself to wife 
Elisabeth daughter of Aminadab sis- 
ter of Naasson, and she bore to him 
both Nadab and Abiud, and Eleazar 
and Ithamar. %And the sons of Kore, 
Asir, and Elkana, and Abiasar, these 
are the generations of Kore. 25 And 
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Eleazar the son of Aaron took to him- 
self for a wife one of the daughters of 
Phutiel, and she bore to him Phinees, 
these are the heads of the family of 
the Levites, according to their genc- 
rations. 7°’This is Aaron and Moses,

°And Moses went forth from Pharao 
with wrath. And the Lord said to 
Moses, Pharao will not hearken to you, 
that I may greatly multiply my signs 
and Sie in the land of Egypt. 
© And Moses and Aaron wrought all 
these signs and wondcrs in the land of 
Egypt before Pharao, and the Lord 
hardened the heart of Pharao, and he 
did not hearken to send forth the 
children of Israel out of the land of

12. And the Lord spoke to Moses 
and Aaron in the land of Kgypt, say- 
ing, ?This month shall be to you the 
beginning of months, it is the first to 
you among the months of the year. 
’Speak to all the congregation of the 
children of Isracl, saying, On the tenth 
of this month let them take each man 
a ‘lamb according to the 
houses of their familics, 
every man a lamb for his 
honsehold.

'And 
when Aaron spoke to all the congre- 
gation of the children of Israel, and 
they turned toward the wilderness, 
then the glory of the Lord appeared 
inacloud. ' And the Lord spoke to 
Moses, saying, '?] have heard the mur- 
muring of the children of Israel: speak 
to them, saying, Towards evening ye 
shall eat flesh, and in the morning ye 
shall be satisfied with bread, and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord your 
God. '%And it was evening, and 
quails came up and covered the camp:

any one sell his daughter as a domestic, 
she shall not depart, as the maid-ser- 
vants depart. *If she be not pleasing 
to her lord, *after she has + Gr. who has.

sell her to a foreign nation, because 
he has tnfled with her. %And if he 
should have betrothed her to his son, 
he shall do to her according to the 
right of daughters. '°And if he take 
another to himself, he shall not deprive 
her of nccessarics and her apparel, 
and her companionship with him. 
"And if he will not do these three 
things to her, she shall go out free 
without money. 'And if any man 
smite another and he dic, let him be 
certainly put to death. ‘But as for 
him that did it not willingly, but God 
delivered him into his hands, I will 
give thee a place whither the slayer 
may flee. “And if any one lie in 
wait for his neighbour to slay him b 
craft, and he go for refuge, thon att 
take him from my altar to put him to 
death. 'Whoever smites his father 
or his mothcr, let him be certainly put

soever shall steal one of the children of

18.4. certainly die, 'S And if two 
men revile cach other and smite the 
one the other with a stone or his fist, 
and he die not, but be laid upon his 
bed; if the man arise and walk 
abroad on his staff, he that smote him 
shall be clear, only he shall pay for his 
loss of time, and for his healing. # And 
if a man smite his man-servant or his 
maid-servant, with a rod, and the purty 
die under his hands, he shall be surely 
punished.

and men should 
and he have not removed him, but he 
should have slain a man or woman, 
the bull shall be stoned, and his owner 
shall dic also. ° And if a ransom 
should be imposed on him, he shall 
pay for the ransom of his soul as much 


as they shall lay upon him. * And if 
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the bull gore a son or daughter, let 
them do to him according to this ordi- 
nance. * And if the bull gore a man- 
servant or maid-servant, he shall pay 
to their master thirty silver didrachms, 
and the bull shall be stoned. ™ And 
if any one open a pit or dig a cavity 
in stone, and cover it not, and an ox 
or an ass fall in there, “the owner of 
the pit shall make compensation, he 
shall give money to their owner, and 
the dead shall be his own. ™ And if 
any man’s bull gore the bull of his 
neighbour, and it dic, they shall sell 
the living bull and divide the money, 
and they shall divide the dead bull. 
36 But if the bull be known to have 
been given to goring in time past, 
and they have testified to his owner, 
and he have not removed him, he 
shall repay bull for bull, but the dead 
shall be his own. 22. And if one 
steal an ‘ox or a sheep, and + Gr. a calf. 
kill it or sell it, he shall pay five 
calves for a calf, and four sheep for a 
sheep. *And if the thief be found in 
the breach made by himself and be 
smitten and die, there shall not be 
blood shed for him. *But if the sun 
be risen upon him, he is guilty, he 
shall die instead: and if*a + Grhe. 
thief have nothing, let him be sold 
in compensation for what he has 
stolen. ‘*And if the thing stolen be 
left and be in his hand alive, whether 
ox or sheep, he shall restore them two- 
fold. °®And if any one should foed

*“TAnd the rulers brought the emerald 
stones, and the stones for setting in the 
ephod, and the oracle, ** and the 
compounds both for the anointing 
oil, and the composition of the incense. 
* And every man and woman whose 
mind inclined them to come in and do 
all the works as many as the Lord ap- 
poimted them to do by *tMoses— 
they the children of Isracl 
brought an offering to the 
Lord. 9°And Moses said to 
the children of Isracl, Be- 
hold, God has called by 
name Lescleel the son of Urias the 
son of Or, of the tribe of Juda, “and 
has filled him with a divine spirit 
of wisdom and understanding, and

Manship, * to form the gold 
man, and the silver and the brass, 
33 and to work in stone, and to fashion 
the wood, and to work in every work 
of wisdom. *And God gave improve- 
ment in understanding both to him, 
and to Kliab the son of Achisamach of 
the tribe of Dan. * And God filled 
them with wisdom, understanding and 
perception,tounderstand to work all the 
works of the sanctuary, and to weave 
the woven and embroidered work with 
scarlet and fine linen, to do all work of 
curious workmanship and embroidery. 


36. And Beseleel wrought, and 
Ehab and every one wise in under- 
standing, to whom was given wisdom 
and knowledge, to understand to do all 
the works according to the holy offices, 
according to all things which the Lord 
appoited. ? And Moses called Besc- 
Ieel and Eliab, and all that had wis- 
dom, to whom God gave knowledge in 
their heart, and all who were freely 
willing to come forward to the works, 
to perform them. #And they received 
from Moses all the offermgs, which the 
children of Israel brought for all the 
works of the sanctuary to do them; 
and they continued to receive the gifts 
brought, from those who brought them 
in the morning. ‘And there came all 
the wise men who wrought the works

several inet to do. © And Moses com- 
plural. manded, and proclaimed m 
the camp, saying, Let neither man nor 
woman any longer labour for the offer- 
ings of the sanctuary; and the people 
were restrained from bringing any 
+Gr. works. more. ‘And they had ‘ma- 
terials sufficient for making the furni- 
ture, and they left some besides. §And 
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every wise one among those that 
wrought made the robes of the holy 
places, which belong to Aaron the 
priest, as the Lord commanded Moses. 
And the made the ephod of +o», they. 
gold, and blue, and purple, and spun 
scarlet, and fine linen twined. And 
the plates were divided, the threads 
of gold, so as to interweave with the 
blue and purple, and with the spun scar- 
Ict, and the fine linen twined, they 
made it a woven work; shoulder-pieces 
joined from both sides, a work woven 
by mutual twisting of the parts into 
‘one another. They made +r. itserr. 
it of the same material according to 
the making of it, of gold, and blue, 
and purple, and spun scarlet, and fine 
linen twined, as the Lord commanded 
Moses; and they made the two eme- 
rald stones clasped together and set in 
gold, graven and cut after the cutting 
of a seal with the names of the children 
of Israel, and he put them on the 
shoulder-picecs of the ephod, as stones 
of memorial of the children of Isracl, 
as the Lord appointed Moses. And 
they made the oracle, a work woven 
with embroidery, according to the 
work of the ephod, of gold, and blue, 
and purple, and spun scarlet, and fine 
linen twined. They made the oracle 
square and double, the length of a 
span, and the breadth of a span,— 
double. And there was interwoven 
with it a woven work of four rows of 
stones, a series of stones, the first row, 
2 sardius and topaz and emerald; and 
the sccond row, a carbuncle and sap- 
hire and jasper; and the third row, a 
Lioe and agate and amethyst; and 
the fourth row a chrysolite and beryl 
and onyx set round about with gold, 
and fastened with gold. And the 
stones were twelve according to the 
names of the children of Israel, graven 
according to their names ‘ like seals, 
each according to his own +6r. for seals. 
name for the twelve tribes. And they 
made on the oracle turned wreaths, 
wreathen work, of pure gold, and they 
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made two golden circlets and two 
golden rings. «And they put the two 
golden rings, on both the wpper corners 
of the oracle, and they put the golden 
wreaths on the rings on both sides of 
the oracle, and the two wreaths into 
the two couplings. And they put 
them on the two circlets, and they put 
them on the shoulders of the ephod 
opposite each other in front. And 
they made two golden rings, and put 
them on the two projections on the 


top of the oracle, and on the top of 


the hinder part of the ephod within. 
And they made two golden rings, and 
put them on both the shoulders of the 
ephod under it, in front by the coupling 
above the connexion of the ephod.

And 
they made golden bells, and put the 
bells on the border of the tunic round 
about between the pomegranates.

of an embroiderer, according as the 
Lord commanded Moses. And they

And on the 
west side curtains of fifty cubits, their 
posts ten and their sockets ten. And 
on the east side curtains of fifty cubits of 
fifteen cubits behind, and their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. And 
at the second back on this side and on 
that by the gate of the court, curtains 
of fifteen cubits, their pillars three and 
their sockets three; all the curtains of 
the tabernacle of fine linen twined, 
And the sockets of their pillars of 
brass, and their hooks of silver, and 
their chapiters overlaid with silver, and 
all the posts of the court overlaid with 
silver: and the vail of the gate of the 
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court, the work of an cmbroiderer of 
blue, and purple, and spun scarlet, and 
fine linen twined, the length of twenty 
cubits, and the height and the breadth 
of five cubits, made equal to the cur- 
tains of the court. And their pillars 
four, and their sockets four of brass, 
and their hooks of silver, and their 
chapiters overlaid with silver. And 
all the pins of the court round about 
of brass, and they were overlaid with 
silver. And this was the *‘ construc- 
t Or,appoint- tion of the tabernacle of 
ee witness, accordingly as it 
was appointed to Moses, so that the 
public service should belong to the 
Levites through Ithamar the son of 
Aaron the priest. 

And Beselcel the son of Unas of the 
tribe of Juda, did as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. And Ehab the son 
of Achisamach of the tribe of Dan 
was there who was chief artificcer 
+Gr.toweave. in the woven works and 
needle-works and embroideries, * in 
weaving with the scarlet and fine linen. 


38. 37 And Beseleel made the ark, 
and overlaid it with pure gold within 
and without, and he cast for it four 
golden rings, two on the one side, and 
two on the other, wide enough for the 
staves, so that men should bear *the 
+ Gr. it. ark with them. And he 
made the propitiatory over the ark of 
pure gold, and the two cherubs of 
gold, one cherub on the one end of the 
propitiatory, and another cherub on 
the other end of the propitiatory, over- 
shadowing the propitiatory with their 
wings.

equal to each other. And as to their 
lamps, which are on the ends, *knops 
proceeded from them, and + xnops ike 
sockets proceeding from ‘*™* 
them, that the lamps might be ypon 
them, and the seventh socket, on the 
top of the candlestick, on the summit 
above, entirely of solid gold. And 
on ‘the candlestick seven + Gr. it.

with gold, and made the hooks of gold. 
He made also the rings of the taber- 
nacle of gold, and the rings of the court, 
and the rings for drawing out the vail 
above of brass. He cast the silver 
chapiters of the tabernacle, and the 
brazen chapiters of the door of the ta- 
bernacle, and the gate of the court, and 
he made silver hooks for the posts, he 
overlaid them with silver on the posts. 
He made the pins of the tabernacle 
and the pins of the court of brass. 
He made the brazen altar of the brazen 
censers, which belonged to the men 
engaged in sedition with the gathering 
of Core. He made all the vessels of the 
altar and its * grate, and its + or, firepan. 
base, and its bowls, and the brazen flesh- 
hooks. . He made an appendage for 
the altar of network under the grate, 
beneath it as far as the middle of it, 
and he fastened to it four brazen rings 
on the four parts of the appendage of 
the altar, wide enough for the bars, so 
as to bear the altar with them. He 
made the holy anointing oil and the 
composition of the incense, the pure 
work of the perfumer.

Moses and Aaron and his 
sons might wash their hands and their 
fect, when they went into the taber- 
nacle of witness, or whensocver they 
should advance to the altar to do ser- 
tGrofit. vice, they washed ‘at it, as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 39. All 
the gold that was employed for the 
works according to all the fabrication

7399 talents, and ‘seven hundred 
shekels. 


and twenty shekels accord- 
ing to the holy shekel. And the 
offering of silver from the men that 
were numbered of the congregation a 
hundred talents, and a thousand seven 
hundred and seventy-five shckels, one 
drachm apicce, even the half shckel, 
according to the holy shekel. Every 
one that passed the survey from twenty 
years old and upwards to the nwmber 
of six hundred thousand, and three 
thousand five hundred and fifty. And 
the hundred talents of silver went to 
the casting of the hundred chapiters of 
the tabernacle, and to the chapiters of 
the vail; a hundred chapiters to the 
hundred talents, a talent to a chapiter. 
And the thousand seven hundred and 
seventy-five shekels he formed into 
hooks for the pillars, and he gilt their 
chapiters and adorned them.

curtains of the court, and the posts, 
and the vail of the door of the taber- 
nacle, and the gate of the court, and 
all the vessels of the tabernacle and all 
its instruments: and the skins, even 
rams’ skins dyed red, and the blue 
coverings, and the coverings of the 
other things, and the pins, and all the 
instruments for the works of the taber- 
nacle of witness. *? Whatsoever things 
the Lord appointed Moses, so did the 
children of Israel make all the * furni- 
ture. ‘And Moses saw all +97, store, 

possession, &c, 
the works, and they had as in Gen.'43. 
done them all as the Lord commanded 
Moses, so had they made them, and 
Moses blessed them. 


40. And the Lord spoke to Moses, 
saying, ?On the first day of the first 
month, at the new moon, thou shalt 
set up the tabernacle of witness, and 
thou shalt place im 7 the ark of the 
testimony, and shalt cover the ark with 
the vail, and thou shalt bring in the 
table and shalt sct forth tscttingsorth 

thatwhich is to be sct forth fit: 
on it; and thou shalt bring in the 
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candlestick and place its lamps on it. 
° And thou shalt place the golden altar, 
to burn incenso before the ark, and 
thon shalt put a covering of a vail on 
the door of the tabernacle of witness. 
® And thon shalt put the altar of burnt- 
offerings by the doors of the tabernacle 
of witness, ®and thou shalt set up the 
tabernacle round about, and thou shalt 
hallow all that belongs to it round 
about. And thou shalt take the 
anointing oil, and shalt anoint the 
tabernacle, and all things in it, and 
shalt sanctify it, and all its firniture, 
and it shall be holy. !°And thou 
shalt anoint the altar of burnt-oflerings, 
and all its furniture; and thou shalt 
hallow the altar, and the altar shall be 
most holy. 'And thou shali bring 
Aaron and his sons to the doors of the 
tabernacle of witness, and thou shalt 
wash them with water. ' And thou 
shalt put on Aaron the holy garments, 
and thou shalt anoimt him, and thou 
shalt sanctify him, and he shall mini- 
ster to me as priest. ' And thou shalt 
bring up his sons, and shalt put gar- 
ments on them. And thou shalt anomt 
them as thou didst anoint their father, 
and they shall minister to me as priests; 
and it shall be that they shall have 
tSee1John an ‘everlasting anointing of 
sieaine priesthood, throughout their 
abideth, &. ocnerations. '° And Moses 
did all things whatsoever the Lord 
commanded him, so did he. 

‘And it came to pass in the first 
month, in the second year after their 
going forth out of Egypt, at the new 
moon, that the tabernacle was set up. 
And Moses set up the tabernacle, 
and put on the chapiters, and put the 
bars into their places, and set up the 
posts. ‘And he stretched ont the 
curtains over the tabernacle, and put 
the vail of the tabernacle on it above, 
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as the Lord commanded Moses. 7° And 
he took the testimonies and put them 
into the ark: and he put the staves 
"by the sides of the ark. + Gr. under. 
71 And he brought the ark into the 
tabernacle, and put on 7 the covering 
of the vail, on covered the ark of 
the testimony, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. ”* And he put the table in the 
tabernacle of witness, on the north 
side without the vail of the tabernacle. 
*8And he put on it the shewbread 
before the Lord, as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. And he put the 
candlestick into the tabernacle of wit- 
ness, on the side of the tabernacle 
toward the south. * And he put on 
it its lamps before the Lord, as the 
Lord had commanded Moses. #® And 
he put the golden altar in the taber- 
nacle of witness before the vail, 77and 
he burnt on it incense of composition, 
as the Lord commanded Moses. *® And 
he put the altar of the burnt-offcrings 
by the doors of the tabernacle. And 
he set up the court round about the 
tabernacle and the altar, and Moses 
accomplished all the works. 

34 And the cloud covered the taber- 
nacle of witness, and the tabernacle 
was filled with the glory of the Lord. 
35 And Moses was not able to enter 
into the tabernacle of testimony, be- 
cause the cloud overshadowed it, and 
the tabernacle was filled with the 
glory of the Lord. %*And when the 
cloud went up from the tabernacle, 
the children of Isracl *pre- + er. har- 
pared to depart with their neesed asain 
baggage. 37 And if the cloud went not 
up, they did not prepare to depart, 
till the day when the cloud went up. 
38For a cloud was on the tor, prepa- 
tabernacle by day, and fire ‘ations: Xe: 
was on it by night before all Israel, 
in all their *journeyings. 


LEVITICUS. 


CHAPTER I.—II. Venszs 1, 2. 


1, AND the Lord called Moses 
again and spoke to him out of the 
tabernacle of witness, saying, Speak to 
the children of Israel, and thou shalt 
say to them, *Jf ay man of yon shall 
bring gifts to the Lord, ye shall bring 
your gifts of the cattle and of the oxen 
and of the sheep. If us gift be 
a whole-burnt-offering, he shall bring 
an unblemished male of the herd to 
the door of the tabernacle of witness, 
he shall bring it as acceptable before 
the Lord. *And he shall lay his hand 
on the head of the burnt-offering as a 
thing acceptable for him, to make 
atonement for him, *And they shall 
slay the calf before the Lord, and the 
sons of Aaron the priests shall bring 
the blood, and they shall pour the 
blood round about on the altar, which 
zs at the doors of the tabernacle of wit- 
ness. °And having flayed the whole 
burnt-offering, they shall divide it by 
its limbs. *7And the sons of Aaron 
the priests shall put fire on the altar, 
and shall pile wood on the fire. * And 
the sons of Aaron the priests shall pile 
up the divided parts, and the head, and 
the fat on the wood on the fire, the 
wood which is on thealtar. *And the 
entrails and the feet they shall wash in 
water, and the priests shall put all on 
the altar, it is a burnt-offering, a sacri- 
fice, a smell of swect savour to the 
Lord. "And if his gift be of the 
sheep to the Lord, or of the lambs, 
or of the kids for whole-burnt- 
offerings, he shall bring it a male 
without blemish. '’ And he shall lay 
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his hand on its head, and they shall 
kill 1t by the side of the altar, toward 
the north before the Lord, and the 
sons of Aaron the priests shall pour its 
blood on the altar round about. !? And 
they shall divide it by its hmbs, and 
its head and its fat, and the priests 
shall pile them up on the wood which 
is on the fire, on the altar. And 
they shall wash the entrails and the 
fect with watcr, and the priest shall 
bring all the parts and put them on 
the altar, it is a burnt-offering, a sacri- 
fice, a smell of sweet savour to the 
Lord. ™ And if he bring his gift, a 
burnt-offering to the Lord, of birds, 
then shall he bring his gift of doves or 
pigeons. | And the pricst shall bring 
it to the altar, and shall wring off its 
head, and the pricst shall put it on the 
altar, and shall wring out the blood at 
the bottom of the altar. !®And he 
shall take away the crop with the 
feathers, and shall cast it forth by the 
altar toward the east to the place of 
the ashes. !7 And he shall break it off 
from the wings and shall not separate 
it, and the priest shall put it on the 
altar on the wood which is on the fire, 
it is a burnt-ollering, a sacrifice, 2 
sweet-smelling savour to the Lord. 


2. And ifa soul bring a gift, a sacri- 
fice to the Lord, his gift all be fine 
flour, and he shall pour oil upon it, 
and shall put frankincense on it, it is 
a sacrifice. And he shall bring it to 
the priests the sons of Aaron, and 
having taken from it a handful of the 
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fine flour with the oil, and all its 
frankincense, then the priest shall put 
‘the memorial of it on the altar, it is a 
sacrifice, an odour of sweet savour to 
the Lord. *And the remainder of the 
sacrifice shall be for Aaron and his 
sons, a most holy portion from the 
sacrifices of the Lord. ‘And if he 
bring as a gift a sacrifice baked from 
the oven, a gift to the Lord of fine 
flour, he shall bring unleavened bread 
kneaded with oil, and unleavened cakes 
anointed with oil. °And if thy gift be 
a sacrifice from a pan, it is fine flour 
mingled with oil, unleavened offerings. 
6And thou shalt break them into frag- 
ments and pour oil upon them, it is a 
sacrifice to the herds 7And if th 

gift be a sacrifice from the hearth, it 
shall be made of fine flour with oil. 
8 And he shall offer the sacrifice which 
he shall make of these to the Lord, 
and shall bring it to the priest. *°And 
the priest shall approach the altar, and 
shall take away from the sacrifice, a 
memorial of it, and the priest shall 
place it on the altar, a burnt-offering, 
a smell of sweet savour to the Lord. 
10 And that which is left of the sacri- 
fice shall be for Aaron and his sons, 
most holy from the burnt-offerings of 
the Lord. Ye shall not leaven any 
sacrifice which ye shall bring to the 
Lord, for as to any leaven or any 
honey ye shall not bring of it to offer 
a gift to the Lord. 12¥e shall bring 
them in the way of fruits to the Lord, 
but they shall not be offered on the 
altar for a sweet-smelling savour to the 
Lord. ' And every gift of your sacri- 
fice shall be seasoned with salt, omit 
not "the salt of the covenant of the 
Lord from your sacrifices, on every 
gift of yours ye shall offer salt to the 
Lord your God. ' And if thou would- 
est offer a sacrifice of first-fruits to the 
Lord, z¢ shall be new grains ground 
and roasted for the Lord, so shalt thou 
bring the sacrifice of the first-fruits. 
> And thou shalt pour oil upon it, and 
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sacrifice. ' And the priest shall offer 
the memorial of it taken from the 
grains with the oil, and all its frankin- 
cense, itis a burnt-offering to the Lord. 


3. And if his gift to the Lord be a 
peace-offering, if he should bring it of 
the oxen, whether it be male or whe- 
ther it be female, he shall bring it 
unblemished before the Lord. ? And 
he shall lay his hands on the head of 
the gift, and shall slay it before the 
Lord, by the doors of the tabernacle 
of witness. And the priests the sons 
of Aaron shall pour the blood on the 
altar of burnt-oflerings round about. 
*And they shall bring of the peace- 
offering a burnt-sacrifice to the Lord, 
the fat covering the belly, and all the 
fat on the belly. *And the two kid- 
neys and the fat that is upon them; 
he shall take away that which is on the 
thighs, and the caul above the liver 
together with the kidneys. °And the 
priests the sons of Aaron shall offer 
them on the altar on the burnt-offering 
on the wood which is on the fire 
upon the altar, it is a burnt-offering, a 
smell of sweet savour to the Lord. 
SAnd if his gift be of the sheep, a 

eace-offering to the Lord, male or 
see he shall bring it unblemished. 
7If he bring a lamb for his gift, he

‘Jt is a 
perpetual statute throughout your ge- 
nerations, in all your habitations, ye 
shall cat no fat and no blood.

one of these things, and it shall be 
forgiven him; and that which is left 
shall be the priest’s, as an offering of 
fine flour. 

'4 And the Lord spoke to Moses, 
saying, ‘The soul which shall be 
really unconscious, and shall sin un- 
willingly in any of the holy things of 
the Lord, shall even bring to the Lord 
for his transgression, a ram of the 
flock without blemish, valued accord- 
ing to shckels of silver according to 
the shekel of the sanctuary for his 
transgression wherein he transgressed. 
'® And he shall make compensation for 
that wherein he has sinned in the 
holy things, and he shall add the fifth 
part to it, and give it to the pricst, 
and the priest shall make atonement 
for him with the ram of transgression, 
and fis sin shall be forgiven him.

“}or I am the Lord your God, and 
ye shall be sanctified, and ye shall be 
holy, because | the Lord your God ain

upon the earth. “or I am the Lord 
who brought you up out of the land 
of Egypt to be your God, and ye shall 
be holy, for 1 the Lord am_ holy.

And whether it be while she is 
on her bed, or on aseat which she may 
happcn to sit upon when hetouchces her, 
he shall be unclean till evening.

For 
the life of flesh is its blood, and J have 
given it to you on the altar to make 
atonement for your souls, for its blood 
shall make atonement for the soul. 
Therefore I said to the children of 
Israel, No soul of you shall eat blood, 
and the stranger that abides among 
you shall not cat blood.

witness; and they shall keep their 
charge of priesthood, and all things 
belonging to the altar, and within the 
vail; and the stranger that touches 
them shall die. '! And the Lord spoke 
to Moses, saymg, Behold I have 
taken the Levites from the midst of 
the children of Israel instead of every 
male that opens the womb from among 
the children of Isracl: they shall be 
their ransom, and the Levites shall be 
mine. |For every first-born zs mine; 
in the day in which J smote evory first- 
born in the land of Egypt, 1 sanctified 
to myself every first-born in Israel:

The numbering of them accord- 
ing to the number of every male froin 
a month old and upwards, their num- 
bering was seven thousand and five 
hundred. And the sons of Gedson 
shall cncamp westward behind the 
tabernacle. ™ And the ruler of the 
household of the family of Gedson was 
Elisaph the son of Dacl. > And the 
charge of the sons of Gedson in the 
tabernacle of witness was the tent and 
the vail, and the covering of the door 
of the tabernacle of witness, ?®and the 
curtains of the court, and the vail of 
the door of the court, which is by the 
tabernacle, and the remainder of all 
its works, *7To Kaath belonged one 
division, that of Amram, and another 
division, that of Isyaar, and another 
division, that of Chebron, and an- 
other division, that of Ozicl: these 
are the divisions of Kaath, according 
to number. Every male from a 
month old and upward, eight thousand 
and six hundred, keeping the charges 
of the holy things. *The families of 
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the sons of Kaath, shall encamp beside 
the tabernacle toward the south. And 
the chief of the house of the families of 
the divisions of Kaath, was Elisaphan 
the son of Ozicl. *! And their charge 
was the ark, and the table, and the 
candlestick, and the altars, and all the 
vessels of the sanctuary wherewith ea 
do holy service, and the vail, and all 
their works. °%? And the chief over the 
chief of the Levites, was Kleazar the son 
of Aaron the priest, appointed to keep 
the charges of the holy things. ** To Mc- 
rari belonged the family of Mooli, and 
the fainily of Musi: these are the fami- 
lies of Merari. #4 The mustering of them 
acvording to number, every male from 
a inonth old and upwards was six 
thousand and fifty. *°And the head of 
the house of the familics of the division 
of Merari, was Suricl the son of Abi- 
chail: they shall encamp by the side 
of the tabernacle northwards. %° The 
oversight of the charge of the sons of 
Mcrari included the chapiters of the 
tabernacle, and its bars, and its pillars, 
and its sockets, and all their furniture, 
and their works, *’and the pillars of 
the court round about, and their bases 
and their pins, and their cords. 

38 They that encamp before the taber- 
nacle of witness on the cast shall be 
Moses and Aaron and his sons, keeping 
the charges of the sanctuary according 
to the charges of the children of Israel; 
and the stranger that touches them, 
shall dic. °° All the numbering of the 
Levites, whom Moses and Aaron nuin- 
bered by the word of the Lord accord- 
ing to their families every male from 
a month old and upwards, were two 
and twenty thousand. 

“And the Lord spoke to Moses, 
saying, Count every first-born male 
of the children of'Isracl from a month 
old and upwards, and take the num- 
ber by name. 4! And thou shalt take 
the Levites for me, I am the Lord, 
instead of all the first-born of the sons 
of Isracl, and the eattle of the Levites 
instead of all the first-born among the 
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cattle of the children of Israel. 4? And 
Moses counted, as the Lord commanded 
him, every first-born among the chil- 
dren of Isracl.

76 And all the curtains of the court 
which were upon the tabernacle of 
witness, and the appendages, and all 
the vessels of service that they minister 
with they shall attend to. 7? According 
to the direction of Aaron and his sons 
shall be the ministry of the sons of 
Gedson, in all their ministries, and in 
all their works, and thon shalt take 
account of them by name in all things 
borne by them. * ‘This is the service 
of the sons of Gedson in the taberna- 
cle of witness, and their charge by the 


hand of Ithamar the son of Aaron the 
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riest. 2? The sons of Merari accord- 
ing to their familics, according to the 
houses of their lineage, take ye the 
number of them. °° Take the number 
of them from five and twenty years 
old and upwards until fifty years old, 
every one that goes in to perform the 
services of the tabernacle of witness. 
31 And these are the charges of the 
things borne by them according to all 
their works in the tabernacle of wit- 
ness: they shall bear the chapiters 
of the tabernacle, and the bars, and

37 This is the num- 
bering of the family of Kaath, every 
one that mimisters in the tabernacle of 
witness, as Moses and Aaron num- 
bered them by the word of the Lord, 
by the hand of Moses. * And the 
sons of Gedson were numbered accord- 
ing to their familics, according to the 
houses of their lineage, from five 
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and twenty

‘4!And the number- 
ing of them according to their families, 
according to the houses cf their lineage, 
was three thousand and two hundred. 
“>This zs the numbering of the family 
of the sons of Merari, whom Moses 
and Aaron numbered by the *word of 
Gr. voice. the Lord, by the hand of 
Moses. “All that were numbered, 
whom Moses and Aaron and the rulers 
of Israel numbered, namely, the Le- 
vites, according to their families and 
according to the houses of their lineage, 
‘7 from five and twenty years old and 
upward till fifty years old, every one 
that goes in to the ‘service 
of the works, and the charge of the 
things that are carricd in the taber- 
nacle of witness. “And they that 
were numbered were eight thousand 
t ler. 430. * five hundred and cighty. 
Te reviewed them by the word of 
the Lord by the hand of Moses, ap- 
pointing cach man severally over their 
respective work, and over their bur- 
dens; and they were numbered, as the 
Lord commanded Moses.

ine sin to remembrance. 'And the 
priest shall bring her, and cause her 
to stand before the Lord. !7 And the 
priest shall take pure running water in 
an carthen vessel, and he shall take of 
the dust that is on the floor of the 
tabernacle of witness, and the pricst 
having taken it shall east it mto the 
water. ‘And the pricst shall cause 
the woman to stand before the Lord, 
and shall uncover the head of the 
woman, and shall put into her hands 
the sacrifice of memorial, the sacrifice 
of jealousy: and in the hand of the 
priest shall be the water of this con- 
viction that brings the curse.

lousy should come, and he should be 
jealous of his wife, and he should 
place his wife before the Lord, and 
the priest shall execute towards her 
all this law. *! Then the man shall be 
clear from sin, and that woman shall 
bear her sin. 


6. And the Lord spoke to Moses, 
saying, ?Speak to the children of 
Isracl, and thou shalt say to them, 
Whatsoever man or woman shall spe- 
cially vow a vow to separate himself’ 
with purity to the Lord, *he shall 
purely abstain from wine and strong 
drink; and he shall drink no vinegar 
of wine or vinegar of strong drink;

shall not drink; neither shall he cat 
fresh grapes or raisins, ‘all the days of 
his vow, he shall eat no one of all the

tion:—a razor shall not 
come upon his head, until the days be 
fulfilled which he vowed to the Lord, 
he shall be holy, cherishing the * long 
‘Gr. a head hair of the head, ®all the 
of hair even . t 
hair, &c. days of his vow to the Lord: 
he shall not come nigh to any dead 
body; ‘to his father or his mother, or 
to his brother or his sister, he shall not 
defile himself for them, when they 
have died, because the vow of God is 
se him on his head. All the days 
of his vow he shall be holy to the Lord. 
9 And if any one should die suddenl 
by him, immediately the head of his 
vow shall be defiled: and he shall shave 
his head in whatever day he shall be 
purified: on the seventh day he shall 
be shaved. 'And on the exghth day 
he shall bring two turtle-doves, or two 
young pigeons to the priest, to the 
doors of the tabernacle of witness. 
"And the priest shall offer one for a 
sin-offering, and the other for a whole- 
burnt-offering; and the priest shall 
make atonement for him in the things 
wherein he sinned respecting the dead 
body, and he shall sanctify his head in 
that day, '?in which he was consecrated 
to the Lord, all the days of his vow; 
and he shall bring a lamb ofa year old 
for a trespass-offermg; and the former 
days shall not be reckoned, because the 
head of his vow was polluted. 'And 
this is the law of him that has vowed: 
in whatever day he shall have fulfilled 
the days of his vow, he shall himself 
bring his gift to the doors of the taber- 
nacle of witness. And he shall bring 
his gift to the Lord one he-lamb of a 
year old without blemish for a whole- 
burnt-offering, and one ewe-lamb of a 
year old without blemish for a sin- 
offering, and one ram without blemish 
for a peace-oficring. '°And a basket 
of unleavened bread of fine flour, even 
loaves kneaded with oil, and wnleavened 
cakes anointed with oil, and their meat- 
olfermg, and their drink-offering. 
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'© And the priest shall bring them be- 
fore the Lord, and shall offer his sin- 
offering, and his whole-burnt-offering. 
'7 And he shall offer the ram as a sacri- 
fice of peace-offering to the Lord with 
the basket of unleavened bread: and 
the priest shall offer its meat-offering 
and its drink-offering. '8And he that 
has vowed shall shave the head of his 
consecration by the doors of the taber- 
nacle of witness,and shall put the hairs 
on the fire which is under the sacrifice 
of peace-offering. 1 And the priest 
shall take the sodden shoulder of the 
ram, and one unleavened loaf from the 
basket, and one unleavened cake, and 
shall put them on the hands of the 
votary after he has shaved off his 
"holy hair. ?°And the priest +67. his vow,

fering before the Lord, it shall be the 
holy portion for the priest beside the 
breast of the heave-offering, and beside 
the shoulder of the wave-offering: and 
afterwards the votary shall drink wine. 
71 This is the law of the votary who 
shall have vowed to the Lord his gift 
to the Lord, concerning his vow, be- 
sides what he may be able to afford 
according to the value of his vow, 
which he may have vowed according 
to the law of separation. 

” And the Lord spoke to Moses, 
saying, ** Speak to Aaron and to his

MN And the Lord said to Moses, One chicf 
each day; they shall offer their gifts a 
chicf cach day for the dedication of the 
altar. '? And he that offered his gift on 
the first day, was Naasson son of Amina- 
dab, prince of the tribe of Juda. And 
he brought his gift, one silver charger 
of a hundred and thirty shckels was 
its weight, one silver bowl, of seventy 
shekels according to the holy shekel; 
both full of fine flour oat with oil 
for a meat-ollermg. 1 One * golden 
of ton goluegn censer of ten shekels full of 
weights. Gr. incense. '* One calf of the 
herd, one ram, one he-lamb of a year 
old for a whole-burnt-offering: and 
one kid of the goats for a sin-offering. 
'T And for a sacrifice of peace-offering, 
two heifers, five rams, five he-goats, 


five ewe-lambs of a year old: this was

3 Of the tribe of Dan, Amicl 
the son of Gamali. | Of the tribe of 
Aser, Sathur the son of Michael. ' Of 
the tribe of Nephthah, Nabi the son of 
Sabi. '€Of the tmbe of Gad, Gudiel 
the son of Macchi. ' These are the 
names of the men whom Moses sent to 
spy out the land: and Moses called 
Ause the son of Naue, Joshua. “And

"And the Lord said to Moses, Go 
up to the mountain that is in the coun- 
try beyond Jordan, this Mount Naban, 
and behold the land Chanaan, which 
I give to the sons of Isracl for a pos- 
session. '?And thou shalt see it, and 
thon also shalt be added to thy people, 
as Aaron thy brother was added to 
themin Mount Or. ‘4 Because ye trans- 
gressed my commandment in the wil- 
derness of Sin, when the congregation 
resisted and refused to sanctify me, ye 
sanctified me not at the water before 
them: this is the water of Strife in 
Kades in the wilderness of Sin. And

derstood. upon her soul; *and her 
husband should hear, and hold his 
peace at her in the day in which he 
should hear, then thus shall all her 
vows be binding, and her obligations, 
which she has contracted upon her 
soul shall stand. % But if her husband 
10r,inanywise. should ‘straitly forbid her 
in the day in which he should hear her, 
none of her vows or obligations which 
she has contracted upon her soul shall 
stand, because her athe has dis- 
allowed her, and the Lord shall hold 
her guiltless. '°And the vow of a 
widow and of her that is put away, 
+ G@.vow. whatsoever she shall * bind 
upon her soul, shall stand to her. 
And if her vow be made in the house 
of her husband, or the obligation upon 
her soul with an oath, '?and her Inis- 
band should hear, and hold his peace 
at her, and not disallow her, then all 
her vows shall stand, and all the obli- 
gations which she contracted against 
her soul, shall stand against her. 3 But 
if her husband should ut- 
terly cancel the vow in the 
day in which he shall hear it, none of 
the things which shall proceed out of 
her lips in her vows, and in the obli- 
gations contracted wpon her soul shall 
stand to her; her husband has ean- 
celled them, and the Lord shall hold 
her guiltless. ™ Every vow, and every 
binding oath to afflict her soul, her 
husband shall confirm it to her, or her 
husband shall canecl it. ' But if he 
be wholly silent at her from day to 
day, then shall he bind upon her all

6. And these are the commands, 
and the ordinances, and the judgments, 
as many as the Lord our God gave 
commandment to teach you to do so in 
the land on which ye enter to inherit 
it. ?That ye may fear the Lord your 
God, keep ye all his ordinances, and 
his commandments, which 1 command 
thee to-day, thou, and thy sons, and 
thy sons’ sons, all the days of thy life, 
that ye may hive many days. 

3 Here, therefore, O Isracl, and ob- 
serve to do them, that it may be well 
with thee, and that ye may be greatly 
inultiphed as the Lord God of thy 
fathers said that he would give thee a 
land flowing with milk and honey: 
and these are the ordinances, and the 
judginents, which the Lord commanded 
the children of Isracl in the wilderness, 
when they had gone forth from the land 
of Egypt. ** Hear, O Israel, 
Luke 10.27. the Lord our God is one 
Lord. ‘And thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy mind, and with 
all thy soul, and all ny strength. ®And 
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these words, all that I command thee 
this day, shall be in thy heart and in 
thy soul. 7And thou shalt teach them 
to thy children, and thou shalt speak 
of them sitting in the house, and walk- 
ing by the way, and lying down, and 
nsing up. "And thou shalt fasten 
them for a sign upon thy hand, and it 
shall be immoveable ee thine eyes. 
* And ye shall write them on the lin- 
tels of your houses and of your gates. 
“And it shall come to pass when the 
Lord thy God shall have brought thee 
ito the land which he swore to thy 
fathers, to Abraam, and to Isaac, and 
to Jacob, to give thee great and beau- 
tiful cities which thou leh not build, 
“houses full of all good things which 
thou didst not fill, ‘wells + oy, pits or 
dug in the rock which thon ?°* 
didst not dig, vineyards and oliveyards 
which thou cudst not plant, then having 
eaten and been filled, }* beware lest 
thou forget the Lord thy God that 
brought thee forth out of the land of 
Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 
13* Thou shalt fear the Lord + Matt. 4. 10. 
thy God, and him only shalt thou serve, 
and thou shalt cleave to him, and by his 
name thou shalt. swear. ‘'* Go ye not 
after other gods of the gods of the na- 
tions round about you; 'for the Lord 
thy God in the midst of thee zs a jea- 
lous God, lest the Lord thy God be 
very angry with thee, and destroy 
thee from off the face of the earth. 
6+Thou shalt not tempt the Matt. 4. 7. 
Lord thy God, as ye tempted him in 
the temptation. ) Thou shalt by all 
means keep the commands of the Lord 
thy God, the testimonies, and the ordi- 
nances, which he commanded thee. 
18 And thou shalt do that which is 
pleasing and good before the Lord thy 
God, that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest go in and inherit 
the good land, which the Lord swore 
to your fathers, !?to chase all thine 
enemies from before thy face, as the 
Lord said. 2° And it shall come to 
pass when thy son shall ask thee

tat a future time, saying, What are 
+Gr to-morrow. the testimonics, and the 
ordinances, and the judgments, which 
the Lord our God has commanded us? 
2!'Then shalt thou say to thy son, We 
were slaves to Pharao in the land of 
Egypt, and the Lord brought us forth 
thence with a mighty hand, and with 
ahigharm. ”And the Lord * wrought 
‘Gr. gave. signs and great and ‘gricv- 
' Gr. evils ous wonders in Egypt, on 
Pharao and on his house before us. 
*3 And he brought us out thence to 
give us this land, which he swore to 
give to our fathers. * And the Lord 
charged us to observe all these ordi- 
nances; to fear the Lord our God, that 
it may be well with us for ever, that 
we may live, as even to-day. ™ And 
there shall be mercy to us, if we take 
heed to keep all these commands before 
the Lord our God, as he has com- 
manded us. 


7. And when the Lord thy God 
shall bring thee into the Nasal into 
which thou gocst to possess it, and 
shall remove great nations from before 
thee, the Chettite, and Gergesite, and 
Amorite, and Chananite, and Phere- 
zite, and Evite, and Jebusite, seven 
nations more numcrous and stronger 
than you, ?and the Lord thy God 
shall deliver them into thy hands, then 
thou shalt smite them: thou shall ut- 
terly destroy them: thou shalt not 
make a covenant with them, ncither 
shall ye pity them: *ncither shall ye 
contract marriages with them: thou 
shalt not give thy daughter to his son, 
and thou shalt not take his daughter 
to thy son. * For he will draw away 
thy son from me, and hie will serve 
other gods; and the Lord will be very 
angry with you, and will soon utterly 
destroy thee. ° But thus shall ye do 
to them; ye shall destroy their altars, 
and shall break down their pillars, and 
shall cut down their groves, and shall 
burn with fire the graven images of

their gods. § For thou art a holy 
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people to the Lord thy God: and the 
Lord thy God chose thee to be to hnn 
a peculiar people beyond all nations 
that are upon the face of the carth. 
7It was not because ye are more nu- 
merous than all other nations that the 
Lord preferred you, and the Lord made 
choice of you; for ye are fewer in num- 
ber than all other nations. *® But be- 
cause the Lord loved you, and as keep- 
ing the oath which he swore to your 
fathers, the Lord brought you out with 
a strong hand, and the Lord redeemed 
thee from the house of bondage, out 
of the hand of Pharao king of Lgypt. 
9 Thou shalt know therefore, that the 
Lord thy God, he 7s God, a faithful 
God, who keeps covenant and mercy 
for them that love him, and for those 
that keep his commandments to 2 thou- 
sand generations. ‘And who recom- 
penses them that hate him to their 
face, to destroy them utterly; and will 
not be slack with them that hate him: 
he will recompense them to their face. 
"Thou shalt keep therefore the com- 
mands, and the ordinances, and these 
judgments, which I command thee this 
day to do. And it shall come to 
pass when ye shall have heard these 
ordinances, and shall have kept and 
done them, that the Lord thy God 
shall keep for thee the covenant and 
the merey, which he swore to your 
fathers. ‘And he will love thee, and 
bless thee, and multiply thee; and he 
will bless the offspring of thy tbody, 
and the frut of thy land, +r. veny. 

thy corn, and thy wine, and thine oil, 
the herds of thine oxen, and the flocks 
of thy sheep, on the land which the 
Lord swore to thy fathers to give to 
thee. ' Thou shalt be blessed beyond 
all nations; there shall not be among 
you an impotent or barren one, ' or 
among thy cattle. 'And the tr. ana. 
Lord thy God shall remove from thee 
all sickness, and none of the evil dis- 
eases of Egypt, which thou hast scen, 
and all that thou hast known, will he 
lay upon thee, but he will lay them 
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upon all that hate thee. ' And thou 
shalt eat all the spoils of the nations 
which the Lord thy God gives thee; 
thine eye shall not spare them, and 
thou shalt not serve their gods; for 
this is an offence to thee. 

But if thon shouldest say in thine 
heart, this nation is‘ wreater than I, 
Gr. more. how shall I be able to de- 
stroy them utterly? ' thou shalt not 
{ear them; thou shalt surely remember 
ul that the Lord thy God did to Pharao 
und to all the Egyptians: ' the great 
temptations which thine eycs have 
secn, those signs and great wonders, 
the strong hand, and the high arm; 
how the Lord thy God brought thee 
forth: so the ee thy God will do to 
all the nations, whom thou fearest in 
their presence. *° And the Lord thy 
God shall send against them the hor- 
nets, until they that are left and they 
that arc hidden from thee be utterly 
destroyed. *! Thou shalt not be 
eoandsd before them, because the 
Lord thy God im the inidst of thee is 
2 great and powerful God. ” And 
the Lord thy God shall consume these 
nations before thee by little and little: 
thou shalt not be able to consume 
them specdily, lest the land become 
desert, and the wild beasts of the field 
be multiplied against thee. * And 
the Lord thy God shall deliver them 
into thy hands, and thou shalt destro 
them with a great destruction, until 
ye shall have utterly destroyed them. 
*\ And he shall deliver their kings into 
your hands, and ye shall destroy their 
name from that place; none shall 
stand up in opposition before thee, 
until thou shalt have utterly destroyed 
them. ” Ye shall burn with fire the 
graven images of their gods: thou 
shalt not covet their silver, neither 
shalt thou take to thyself gold from 
them, lest thou shouldest oftend there- 
by, becanse it. is an abomination to the 
Lord thy God. *§ And thou shalt not 
+Gr.shalt. bring an abomination into 


thine house, so *shouldest thou be an 
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accursed thing like it; thou shalt ut- 
terly hate it, and altogether abominate 
it, because it 1s an accursed thing. 


8. Ye shall observe to do all the 
commands which J charge you to-day, 
that ye may live and be multiplied, 
and enter in and inherit the land, 
which the Lord your God swore éo give 
to your fathers. *And thou shalt re- 
member all the way which the Lord 
thy God led thee in the wilderness, 
that he might afflict thee, and try thee, 
and that the things in thine heart 
might be made manifest, whether thou 
wouldest keep his commandments orno. 
3 And he aftheted thee and straitened 
thee with hunger, and fed thee with 
manna, which thy fathers knew not; 
that he mght teach thee that ‘man shall 
not live by bread alone, but t matt. 4.4. 
by every word that proceeds out of the 
mouth of God shall man hve. ‘Thy 
garments grew not old from olf thee, 
thy shoes were not worn from off thee, 
thy feet were not painfully hardened 
lo! these forty years. °And thon shalt 
know in thine heart, that as if any man 
should chasten his son, so the Lord thy 
God will chasten thee. %And thou 
shalt keep the commands of the Lord 
thy God, to walk in his ways, and to 
fear him. ‘For the Lord thy God 
will bring thee into a good and exten- 
sive land, where there are torrents of 
waters, and fountains hot hO. es 
deep places issuing through places. ~ 
the _ and through the mountains. 

8A land of wheat and barley, wherern 
are vines, figs, pomegranates; a land 
of olive oil and honey; °a land on 
which thou shalt not cat thy bread with 
poverty, and thou shalt not want any 
thing upon it; a land whose stones are 
iron, and out of its mountains thou 
shalt die brass. '°And thou shalt cat 
and be illed, and shalt bless the Lord 
thy God on the good land, which he 
has given thee. " Take heed to thy- 
self that thou forget not the Lord thy 
God, so as not to keep his commands, 
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and his judgments, and ordinances, 
which 1 command thee this day. 
12 Lest when thou hast caten and art 
full, and hast built goodly houses, and 
dwelt in them; ‘Sand thy oxen and 
thy sheep are multiplied to thee, and 
thy silver and thy gold are multiplied 
to thee, and all thy possessions are mul- 
tiplicd to thee, “thou shouldest be 
exalted in heart, and forget the Lord 
thy God, who brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the house of 
bondage: who brought thee through 
that great and terrible wilderness, 
where zs the biting serpent, and scor- 
pion, and drought, where there was no 
water, who brought thee a fountain of 
water out of the flinty rock: ' who 
fed thee with manna in the wilderness, 
which thou knewest not, and thy 
fathers knew not, that he might afflict 
thee, and thoroughly try thee, and do 
thee good in thy latter days. 17 Lest 
thou shouldest say in thine heart, My 
strength, and the power of mine hand 
have wrought for me this great wealth, 
6 But thou shalt remember the Lord 
thy God, that he gives thee strength 
to get wealth, even that he may esta- 
blish his covenant, which the Lord 
swore to thy fathers, as at this day. 
19 And it shall come to pass if thou do 
at all forget the Lord thy God, and 
shouldest go after other gods, and 
serve them, and worship them, I call 
heaven and earth to witness against 
you this day, that ye shall surely 
perish. ?? As also the other nations 
which the Lord God destroys before 
your face, so shall ye perish, because 
ye hearkened not to the voice of the 
Lord your God. 


9. Hear, O Isracl: Thou goest this 
day across Jordan to inherit nations 
gveater and stronger than yourselves, 
citics great and walled up to heaven; 
>a people great and many and tall, the 
sons of Inac, whom thou knowest, 
and concerning whom thou hast heard 
say, Who can stand before the children 
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of Enac? *And thou shalt know to- 
day, that the Lord thy God he shall 
go before thy face; he 1s a consuming 
fire; he shall destroy them, and he 
shall turn them back before thee, and 
shall destroy them quickly, as the 
Lord said to thee. *Speak not in 
thine heart, when the Lord thy God 
has destroyed these nations before thy 
face, saying, lor my rightcousness the 
Lord brought me in to inherit this 
good land. ° Not for thy nghtcous- 
ness, nor for the holiness of thy heart 
dost thou go in to inhcrit their land, 
but because of the wickedness of these 
nations the Lord will destroy them 
from before thee, and that he may 
establish the covenant, which the Lord 
swore to our fathers, to Abraam, and 
to Isaac, and to Jacob. ® And thou 
shalt know to-day, that it is not for 
thy rightcousnesses the Lord thy God 
gives thee this good land to mhcrit, 
for thou art a stiffnecked people. 
“Remember, forget not, how much 
thou provokedst the Lord thy God in 
the wilderness: from the day that ye 
came forth out of Egypt, even till ye 
came into this place, ye continued to 
be disobedient toward the Lord. 

® Also in Choreb ye provoked the 
Lord, and the Lord was angry with 
you to destroy you; °when | went up 
into the mountain to reccive the tables 
of stone, the tables of the covenant, 
which the Lord made with you, and 1 
was in the mountain forty days and 
forty nights, 1 ate no bread and drank 
no water. ‘And the Lord gave me 
the two tables of stone written with 
the finger of God, and on them there 
had been written all the words which 
the Lord spoke to you in the mountain 
in the day of the assembly. !' And it 
caine to pass after forty days and forty 
nights, the Lord gave me the two 
tables of stone, the tables of the cove- 
nant. |' And the Lord said to me, 
Anise, go down quickly from hence, 
for thy people whom thou broughtest 
out of the land of Egypt have trans-

God, and had made to yourselves a 
molten image, and had gone astray 
out of the way, which the Lord com- 
t Gr.to do, manded you to*keep; ‘then 
I took hold of the two tables, and cast 
them out of my two hands, and broke 
them before you. +8 And I made my 
petition before the Lord as also at the 
first forty days and forty nights: I ate 
no eat and drank no water, on ac- 
count of all your sins which ye sinned

And I ‘was 
greatly terrified because of the wrath 
and anger, because the Lord was pro- 
voked with you utterly to destroy you; 
yet the Lord hearkened to me at this 
time also. ?°And he was angry with 
Aaron to destroy him utterly, and I 
prayed for Aaron also at that time. 
*1 And your sin which ye had made, 
even the ealf, I took, and burnt it with 
fire, and pounded it and ground it 
down till it became fine, and it became 
like dust, and I cast the dust into the 
brook that descended from the moun- 
tHebTaberah, tain. . 7? Also in the * burn- 
Massah, and ing, and in the * temptation, 
taavah. and at the ‘graves of lust, 
ye provoked the Lord. * And when 
the Lord sent you forth from Kades 
Barne, saying, Go uP and inherit the 
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land which I give to you, then ye 
disobeyed the word of the Lord your 
God, and believed him not, and heark- 
ened not to his voice. *4 Ye were dis- 
obedient *in the things re- +o», towara 
lating to the Lord from the "¢ %r 
day in which he became known to you. 
© And I prayed before the Lord forty 
days and forty nights, the number 
that I prayed before, for the Lord said 
that he would utterly destroy you. 
*° And I prayed to God, and said, O 
Lord, king of Gods, destroy not thy 
people and thine * inherit- 
ance, whom thou didst re- 
deem, whom thou broughtest out of the 
land of Egypt with thy great power, 
and with thy strong hand, and with 
thy high arm. *’ Remember Abraam, 
and Isaac, and Jacob thy servants, to 
whom thou sworest by thyself: look 
not upon the hardness of heart of this 
people, and their impieties, and their 
sins. 78 Lest the inhabitants of the land 
whence thou broughtest us out speak, 
saying, Because the Lord could not 
bring them into the land of which he 
spoke to them, and because he hated 
them, has he brought them forth to 
slay them in the wilderness. * And 
these are thy people and thy portion, 
whom thou broughtest out of the land 
of Egypt with thy great strength, and 
with thy mighty hand, and with thy 
high arm. .

And ye shall love the stranger ; for 
ye were strangers in the land of Egypt. 
0 Thou shalt fear the Lord thy God, 
and serve him, and shalt cleave to him, 
and shalt swear by his name. 7 He zs 
thy boast, and he /s thy God, who has 
wrought in the midst of thee these 
ercat and glorious things, which thine 
eyes have seen. *? With seventy souls 
your fathers went down into Egypt;

as the stars of heaven in multitude. 


11. Therefore thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God, and shalt observe his 
appointments, and his ordinances, and 
his commandinents, and his judginents, 
always. *And ye shall know this day, 
for I speak not to your children, who 
know not and have not seen the dis- 
cipline of the Lord thy God, and his 
wonderful works, and his strong hand, 
and his high arm, *and his miracles, 
and his wonders, which he wrought in 
the midst of Egypt on Pharao king of 
Kegypt, and all his land; tand what he 
did to the host of the Egyptians, and 
to their chariots, and their cavalry, and 
their host; how he made the water of 
the Red Sea to overwhelin the face of 
them as they pursued after you, and 
the Lord destroyed them until this 
day; °and all the things which he did 
to you in the wilderness until ye came 
into this place; Sand all things that he 
did to Dathan and Abiron the sons 
of Ehab the son of Ruben, whom 
the carth opening her mouth syal- 
lowed up, and their houses, and their 
tents, and all their substance that was 
with them, in the midst of all Isracl: 
“for your eyes have seen all the mighty 
works of the Lord, which he wrought 
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among you to-day. *And ye shall 
keep all his commandinents, as many 
as I command thee to-day, that ye 
may live, and be multiplicd, and that 
ye may go in and inherit the land, 
into which ye go across Jordan to in- 
herit it. ’That ye may live long 
upon the land, which the Lord swore 
to your fathers to give to them, and to 
their seed after them, a land flowing 
with milk and honey.

PA land which the Lord thy God 
surveys continually, the eyes of the 
Lord thy God are upon it from the 
beginning of the year to the end of 
the year. Now if ye will indeed 
hearken to all the commands which I 
charge thee this day, to love the Lord 
thy God, and to serve him with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
“then he shall give to thy land the 
carly and latter rain in its season, and 
thou shalt bring in thy corn, and th 

wine, and thine oil. ?°And he Rall 
give food in thy fields to thy cattle; 
und when thou hast eaten and art full 
take heed to thyself that thy heart 
tmade broad. be not ‘puffed up, and ye 
transgress, and serve other gods, and 
worship them: "and the Lord be 
angry with you, and restrain the hea- 
ven and there shall not be rain, and 
the earth shall not yield its fruit, and 
ye shall perish quckly from off the 
good land, which the Lord has given 
you. 18 And ye shall store these words 
in your heart and in your soul, and ye 
shall bind them as a sign on your 
hand and it shall be fixed before your 
eyes. 'And ye shall teach them to 
your children, so as to speak about 
them when thou sittest in the house, 
and when thou walkest by the way, 
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and when thou sleepest, and when thou 
nsest up. 7? And ye shall write them 
on the * lintels of your houses, + 0», tnresn- 
and on your gates; 7! that %™* 
your days may be long, and the days 
of your children, upon the land which 
the Lord swore to your fathers to give 
to them, as the days of heaven upon 
the earth. *? And it shall come to pass 
that if ye will indeed hearken to 
all these cominands, which 1 charge 
thee to observe this day, to love tlic 
Lord our God, and to walk in all 
his ways, and to cleave close to him; 
3then the Lord shall cast ont all these 
nations before you, and ye shall in- 
herit great nations and stronger than 
yourselves. *4 Every place whereon

as I set before you to-day. 


12. And these are the ordinances 
and the judgments, which ye shall 
observe to do in the land, which the 
Lord God of your fathers gives you 
for an inheritance, all the days which 
ye live upon the land. ? Ye shall 
utterly destroy all the places in which 
they served their gods, whose lund ye 
inherit, on the high mountains and on 
the hills, and under the thick tree. 
%And ye shall destroy their altars, 
and break in pieces their pillars, and 
ye shall cut down their groves, and 

e shall burn with fire the graven 
images of their gods, and ye shull 
abolish their name out of that place. 
*Yc shall not do so to the Lord your 
God. * But in the place which the 
Lord thy God shall choose in one of 
your citics to name his name there, 
und to be called upon, ye shall even 
seck him out and go thither. ° And 
ye shall carry thither your whole- 
burnt-oflermgs, and your sacrifices, 
and your first-fruits, and your tvowed- 
+ Gr. vows. offermgs, and your freewill- 
offerings and your offerings of thanks- 
giving, the first-born of your herds, 
and of your flocks. 7 And ye shall cat 
there before the Lord your God, and 
ye shall rejoice in all the things on 
which ye shall lay your hand, ye and 
our houses, as the Lord your God 
fis blessed you. ® Ye shall not do 
altogether as we do here to-day, every 
man that which is pleasing in his own 
sight. °For hitherto ye have not 
arrived at the rest and the inheritance, 
which the Lord our God gives you. 
"And ye shall go over Jordan, and 
shall dwell in the land, which the 
Lord our God takes as an inheritance 
for you, and he shall give you rest 
from all your enemies eat about, 
and ye shall dwell safely. "And there 


shall be a place which the Lord thy 
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God shall choose for his name to be 
called there, thither shall ye bring all 
things that I order you to-day; your 
whole-burnt-ollerings, and your sacri- 
fices, and your tithes, and the first- 
fruits of your hands, and every choice 
gift of yours, whatsoever ye shall vow 
to the Lord your God. !* And ye 
shall rejoice (oon the Lord your 
God, ye and your sons, and your 
daughters, and your men-servants and 
your maid-servants, and the Levite that 
1s at yow gates; because he has no 
ortion or inheritance with you. 
3 Take heed to thysclf that thou offer 
not thy whole-burnt-offerings in any 
place which thou shalt sec; save in 
the place which the Lord thy God 
shall choose, in one of thy tribes, there 
shall ye offer your whole-burnt-offer- 
ings, and there shalt thou do all things 
whatsoever I charge thee this day. 
> But thou shalt kill according to all 
thy desire, and shalt cat ilesh accord- 
ing to the blessing of the Lord thy 
God, which he has given thee in every 
city; the unclean that is within thec 
and the clean shall cat it on equal 
terms, as the doc or the stag. '° Only 
ye shall not eat the blood; ye shall 
pour it out on the ground as water. 
Thou shalt not be able to cat in thy 
cities the tithe of thy corn, and of thy 
wine, and of thine oil, the first-bom 
of thine herd and of thy flock, and all 
your vows as many as ye shall have 
vowed, and your thank-ollerings, and 
the first-fruits of thine hands. '8 But 
before the Lord thy God thou shalt 
eat it, in the place which the Lord 
thy God shall, choose for himself, 
thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, 
thy man-servant, and thy maid-servant, 
and the stranger that is within thy 
gates; and thou shalt rejoice before the 
Lord thy God, on whatsoever thou shalt 
lay thine hand. 
Take heed to thyself that thou 
do not desert the Levite all the time 
that thou vest upon the earth. 7° And 


if the Lord thy God shall cnlarge thy 
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borders, as he said to thee, and thou 
shalt say, J will eat flesh, if thy soul 
should desire to eat flesh, thou shalt 
+@r.inal. cat flesh taccording to all the 
desire of thy soul. ?! And if the place 
be far from thee, which the Te thy 
God shall choose for himself, that his 
name be called upon it, then thou shalt 
lull of thy herd and of thy flock which 
God shall have given thee, even as | 
commanded thee, and thou shalt eat 
in thy cities according to the desire of 
thy soul. ?? As the doe and the stag are 
eaten, so shalt thou eat it; the unclean 
in thee and the clean shall eat it in hke 
manner. *° Take diligent heed that 
thou cat no blood, for blood is the life 
of it; the life shall not be eaten with 
the flesh. *4 Ye shall not cat it; ye 
shall pour it out on the ground as 
water. ® Thou shalt not eat-it, that 
it may be well with thee and with thy 
sons after thee, if thou shalt do that 
which is good and pleasing before the 
Lord thy God. * But thou shalt take 
thy holy things, if thou hast any, and 
thy vowed-ofterings, and come to the 
place which the Lord thy God shall 
choose to have his name named upon 
it. And thou shalt sacrifice thy 
whole-burnt-offerings, thou shalt offer 
the flesh upon the altar of the Lord thy 
God, but the blood of thy sacrifices 
thou shalt pour out at the foot of the 
altar of the Lord thy God, but the flesh 
thou shalt eat. °° Beware and hearken, 
and thon shalt do all the commands 
which I charge thee, that it may be 
well with thee and with thy sons for 
ever, if thou shalt do that which is 
Daa and good before the Lord thy 
Go 


9 And if the Lord thy God shall 
utterly destroy the nations, to whom 
thou gocst in thither to inherit their 
land, from before thee, and thou shalt 
inherit it, and dwell in their land; 
30 take heed to thyself that thou seck 
not to follow them after they are 
destroyed before thee, saying, How 
do these nations act towards their 
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gods? I will do hkewise. *'’Lhou 
shalt not do so to thy God; for they 
*have sacrificed ‘to their

their daughters in fire to their gods. 
32 Every word that I command you 
this day, it shalt thou observe to do, 
thou shalt not add to it, nor diminish 
from it. 


13. And if there arise within thee 
a prophet, or one who dreams a dream, 
and he gives thee a sign or a wonder, 
2 and the sign or the wonder come to 
pass which he spoke to thee, saying, 
Let us go and serve other gods, which 
ye know not; “ye shall not hearken to 
the words of that prophet, or the 
dreamer of that dream, because the 
Lord thy God tries you to know, whe- 
ther ye love your God with all your 
heart and with all your soul. 4 Ye 
shall follow the Lord your God, and 
fear him, and ye shall hear his voice, 
and attach yourselves to him. *And 
that prophet or that dreamer of a 
dream, a die; for he has spoken to 
make thee err from the Lord thy God 
who brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt, who redeemed thee from bond- 
age, to thrust thee out of the way 
which the Lord thy God commanded 
thee to walk in: so shalt thou abolish 
the evil from among you. 

§ And if thy brother by thy father 
or mother, or thy son, or daughter, or 
thy wife in thy bosom, or friend who 
is cqual to thine own soul, entreat thee 
secretly, saying, Let us go and serve 
other gods, which neither thou nor 
thy fathers have known, ‘of the gods 
of the nations that are round about 
you, who are near thee or at a distance 
{rom thee, from one end of the earth 
to the other; *thou shalt not consent 
to him, neither shalt thou hearken to 
him; and thine cye shall not spare 
him, thou shalt fecl no regret for him, 
veither shalt thou at all protect him: 
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° thou shalt surely report concerning 
him, and thy eee shall be upon him 
among the first to slay him, and the 
hands of all the people at the last. 
' And they shall stone im with stones, 
and he shall dic, because he sought to 
draw thee away from the Lord thy 
God who brought thee out of the land 
of Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 
And all Isracl shall hear, and fear, 
and shall not again do according to 
this evil thing among you. | And if 
in one of thy cities which the Lord 
God gives thee to dwell thereim, thou 
shalt hear men saying, '% Evil men 
have gone out from yon, and have 
causcd all the inhabitants of their land 
to fall away, saying, Let us go and wor- 
ship other gods, whom ye knew not, 
“then thou shalt inquire and ask, and 
search diligently, and behold, if the 
thing is clearly true, and this abomina- 
tion has taken place among you, thou 
shalt utterly destroy all the dwellers 
in that land with the edge of the 
sword, ye shall solemnly ewrse it, and 
all things in it. 1! And all its spoils 
thou shalt gather mto its public ways, 
and thou shalt burn the city with fire, 
and all its spoils publicly before the 
Lord thy God; and it shall be uninha- 
bited for ever, it shall not be built 
again. '7And there shall nothing of 
the cursed thing cleave to thy hand, 
that the Lord may turn from his fieree 
+ Heb. give. anger, and ‘show thee mercy, 
and pity thee, and multiply thee, as 
he swore to thy fathers; '® if thou wilt 
hear the voice of the Lord thy God, 
to keep his commandments, all that I 
charge thee this day, to do that which is 
good and pleasing before the Lord thy 
God. 


14. Ye are the children of the Lord 
your God: ye shall not make any 
baldness between your eyes for the 
dead. ?For thou art a holy people to 
the Lord thy God, and the Lord thy 
God has chosen thee to be a peculiar 


people to himself of all the nations on 
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the face of the earth. *Ye shall not 
cat any abominable thing. ‘These are 
the beasts which ye shall eat; the calf 
of the herd, and lamb of the sheep, 
and kid of the goats; °the stag, and 
doe, and pygarg, and *wald_ + or, vuttalo. 
goat, and cameleopard. ®Every beast 
that divides the hoofs, and makes claws 
of two divisions, and that chews the 
cud among beasts, these ye shall cat. 
7And these ye shall not cat of them 
that chew the cud, and of those that 
divide the hoofs, and make distinct 
claws; the camel, and the hare, and 
the rabbit; because they chew the cud, 
and do not divide the hoof, these are 
unclean to you. %And as for the 
swine, because he divides the hoof, 
and makes claws of the hoof, yct he 
chews not the end, he is unelean to 
yon; ye shall not cat of their flesh, ye 
shall not touch their dead bodies. And 
these ye shall cat of all that are in the 
water, ye shall cat all that have fins and 
scales. 'And all that have not fins 
and scales ye shall not cat; they are 
unclean to you. |! Ye shall cat every 
clean bird. 1!?And these of ‘them ye 
shall not cat; the cagle, ti-e. birds. 
and the ossifrage, and the sea-eagle, 
Sond the vulture, and the kite and the 
like to it, and the sparrow, and the 
owl, and the sea-mew, 'and the heron, 
and the swan, and the stork, '7and the 
cormorant, and the hawk, and its like, 
and the hoopoe, and the raven, and 
the pelican, and the ‘diver + or, heron, 
and the hke to it, and the tred-bill and 
the bat. ' All winged ani- +r, flamingo. 
mals that ereep are unclean to you; ye 
shall not cat of them. ?° Ye shall eat 
every clean bird. ?! Ye shall cat no- 
thing that dies of itself; it shall be 
given to the sojourner in thy cities and 
he shall cat it, or thon shalt sell it to a 
stranger, because thou art a holy people 
to the Lord thy God: thou shalt not 
boil a lamb in his mother’s milk. 
"Thou shalt tithe a tenth of all the 
produce of thy sced, the fruit of th 
ficld year by year. 3 And thou shalt 
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eat it in the place which the Lord thy 
God shall choose to have his name 
called there; ye shall bring the tithe of 
thy corn, and of thy wine, and of thine 
oil, the first-born of thy herd and of 
thy flock, that thou mayest learn to 
fear the Lord thy God always. ™ And

6 And thou shalt give the moncy for 
whatsoever thy soul shall desire, for 
oxen or for sheep, or for wine, or thou 
shalt lay it out on strong drink, or on 
whatsoever thy soul may desire, and 
thou shalt eat there eles the Lord 
thy God, and thou shalt rejoice and 
thy house, ?’and the Levite that is in 
thy cities, because he has not a portion 
or inheritance with thee. 7 After 
three years thou shalt bring out all the 
tithes of thy fruits, in that year thou 
shalt lay it up in thy cities. ° And 
the Levite shall come, because he has 
no part or lot with thee, and the 
stranger, and the orphan, and the 
widow which is in thy cities, and they 
shall cat and be filled, that the Lord 
thy God may bless thee in all the 
works which thou shalt do. 


15. Every seven years thou shalt 
make a release. ? And this zs the ordi- 
nance of the release: thou shalt remit 
every private debt, which thy neigh- 
bour owes thee, and thou shalt not ask 
payment of it from thy brother, for it 
a been called a release to the Lord 
thy God. Of a stranger thou shalt 
fal again whatsoever he has of thine, 
but to thy brother thou shalt remit his 
debt to thee. *For thus there shall not 
be a poor person in the midst of thee, 
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for the Lord thy God will surely bless 
thee in the land which the Lord thy 
God gives thee by inheritance that 
thou shouldest inherit it. ° And if ye 
shall mdeed hearken to the voice of 
the Lord your God, to keep and do 
all these commandments, as many as I 
charge thee this day, °(for the Lord 
thy God has blessed thee in the way of 
which he spoke to thee, )then thou Aa 
lend to many nations, but thou shalt 
not borrow, and thou shalt rule over 
many nations, but they shall not rule 
over thee. And if there shall be 
in the midst of thee a poor man of thy 
brethren in one of thy cities in the 
land, which the Lord thy God gives 
thee, thou shalt not harden thine heart, 
neither shalt thou by any means close 
up thine hand from thy brother who is 
in want. ®Thou shalt surely open thine 
hands to him, and shalt lend to him as 
much as he wants according to his 
need. *Take heed to thyself that there 
be not a secret thing in thine heart, 
an iniquity, saying, The seventh year, 
the year of release, draws nigh, and 
thine cye shall be evil to thy brother 
that is in want, and thou shalt not give 
to him, and he shall cry against thee 
to the Lord, and there shall be great 
sin in thee. '°Thou shalt surely give 
to him, and thon shalt Jend him as 
much as he wants, according as he is 
in need; and thon shalt not grudge in 
thine heart as thou givest to him, be- 
cause on this account the Lord thy 
God will bless thee in all thy works, 
and in all things on which thou shalt 
lay thine hand. ''For the poor shall 
not fail off thy land, therefore I charge 
thec to do this thing, saying, thou shalt 
surcly open thine hands to thy poor 
brother, and to him that is distressed 
upon thy land. 

12 And if thy brother or sister, a 
Hebrew man or a Hebrew woman, be 
sold to thee, he shall serve thee six 
years, and in the seventh year thou 
shalt scnd him out free from thee. 
13. And when thou shalt send him out 
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free from thee, thou shalt not send him 
out empty. Thou shalt give him 
provision for the way from thy flock, 
and from thy corn, and from thy wine; 
as the Lord thy God has blessed thee, 
thou shalt give to him. And thou 
shalt remember that thou wast a ser- 
vant in the land of Egypt, and the 
Lord thy God redeemed thee from 
thence; therefore I charge thee to do 
this thing. 1° And if he should say to 
thee, I will not go ont from thee 
because he continues to love thee and 
thy house, because he is well with 
thee; )? then thou shalt take an 
awl, and bore his ear through to the 
door, and he shall be thy servant for 
ever, and in ike manner shalt thon do 
to thy maid-servant. 'It shall not 
seem hard to thee when they arc sent 
out free from thee, because thy servant 
has served thee six years according to 
the annual hire of a hireling; so the 
Lord thy God shall bless thee in all 
things whatsoever thou mayest do. 
19 Every first-born that shall be born 
among thy kine and thy sheep, thou 
shalt sanctify the males to the Lord 
thy God, thou shalt not work with 
thy first-born calf, and thou shalt not 
shear the first-born of thy sheep. 
2 Thon shalt cat it before the Lord 
year by year in the ates which the 
Lord thy God shall choose, thou and 
thy house. * And if there be in it a 
blemish, if it be lame or blind, an evil 
blemish, thou shalt not sacrifice it to 
the Lord thy God. ” Thou shalt eat 
it in thy cities; the unclean in thee 
and the clean shall eat it in like man- 
ner, as the doc or the stag. * Only ye 
shall not cat the blood; thou shalt 
pour it out on the earth as water. 


16. Olserve the month of new corn 
and thou shalt sacrifice the passover to 
the Lord thy God, because in the 
month of new corn thou caimest out of 
Kgypt by night. 
sacrifice the passover to the Lord thy 


God, sheep and oxen in the place 
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which the Lord thy God shall choose 
to have his name called upon it.* Thou 
shalt not cat leaven with it; seven days 
shalt thou eat unleavencd bread with 
it, bread of affliction, because ye came 
forth out of Egypt in haste, that ye 
may remember the day of your coming 
forth out of the land of Egypt all the 
days of your life. ‘Leaven shall not 
be seen with thee in all thy borders 
for seven days, and there shall not be 
left of the flesh which thou shalt sacri- 
fice at even on the first day until the 
morning. * Thou shalt not have power 
to sacrifice the passover in any of the 
cities, which the Lord thy God gives 
thee. ®But in the place which the 
Lord thy God shall choose, to have his 
name called there, thou shalt sacrifice 
the passover at even at the setting of 
the sun, at the time when thon camest 
out of Egypt. ‘And thou shalt boil 
and roast and catit in the place, which 
the Lord thy God shall choose; and 
thou shalt return im the morning, and 
goto thy *house. ® Six days 1 Gr. houses. 
shalt thou cat unleavencd ,¢ 5% i%,2* 
bread, and on the seventh 35. 2 Chron. 
day is*a holiday, a feast to “ 
the Lord thy God: thou 4 @,. gor or 
shalt not doin it any work, bya soul. 
save what *must be done 'by any one. 
® Seven weeks shalt thou number to 
thyself; when thou hast begun to put 
the sickle to the corn, thou shalt begin 
to number seven weeks. 'And thou 
shalt keep the feast of weeks to the 
Lord thy God, accordingly as thy 
hand has power in as many things as 
the Lord thy God shall give thee. 
''And thou shalt rejoice before the 
Lord thy God, thou and thy son, and 
thy daughter, thy man-servant and thy 
maid-servant, and the Levite, and the 
stranger, andthe orphan, and the widow 
which dwells among you, in whatsoever 
place the Lord thy God shall choose, 
that his name shonld be called there.

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commands. '* Thou shalt keep for 
thyself the feast of tabernacles seven 
days, when thou gatherest in thy pro- 
duce from thy com-floor and thy 
wine-press.

'8 Thou shalt make for thyself judges 
and offiecrs in thy eities, which the 
Lord thy God gives thee in thy tribes, 
and they shall judge the people with 
righteous judgment; ' they aT not 
wrest judgment, nor favour persons, 
nor receive a gift: for gifts blind the 
eyes of the wise, and pervert the words 
of the righteous. ®? Thou shalt justly 
pursue justiec, that ye may live, and 
go in and inherit the land which the 
Lord thy God gives thee. 

1 Thou shalt not plant for thyself a 
*Gr.make. grove; thou shalt ‘ not plant 
for thyself any tree near the altar of 
thy God. * Thou shalt not set up for 
thyself a pillar, which the Lord thy 
God hates. 


17. Thou shalt not sacrifice to the 
Lord thy God a ealf or a sheep, in 
which there is a blemish, or any evil 
thing; for it is an abomination to the 
Lord thy God. 
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? And if there should be found in 
any one of thy cities, which the Lord 
thy God gives thee, a man or a woman 
who shall do that whieh is evil before 
the Lord thy God, so as to transgress 
his covenant, *and they should go 
and serve other gods, and worship 
them, the sun, or the moon, or any of 
the host of heaven, which he com- 
manded thee not to do, ‘and it be told 
thee, and thou shalt have inquired 
dihgently, and behold the thing really 
took place, this abomination has been 
done in Israel; *then shalt thou bring 
out that man, or that woman, and ye 
shall stone them with stones, and they 
shall die. °* He shall die on + Johns. 17. 
the testimony of two or three witnesses; 
a man who ‘is put to death + Gr. dies 
shall not be put to death for SPutnot te 
one witness. 7And the hand of the 
witnesses shall be upon him among the 
first to put him to death, and the hand 
of the people at the last; so shalt thou 
remove the evil one from among your- 
selves. 

8 And if a matter shall be too hard 
for thee in judgment, *be- +67.blooabe- 
tween blood and blood, and ga" "°°" 
between cause and cause, and between 
stroke and stroke, and between eontra- 
diction and contradiction, matters of 
judgment in your cities; *then thou 
shalt arise and go up to the place 
whieh the Lord thy God.shall choose, 
and thou shalt como to the priests the 
Levites, and to the judge who shall be 
in those days, and they shall search 
out the matter and report the judg- 
ment to thee. !And thou shalt act 
according to the thing which they 
shall yeport to thee out of the place 
which the Lord thy God shall choose, 
and thou shalt observe to do all what- 
soever shall have been by law ap- 
pointed to thee. |! Thou shalt do 
according to the law and to the judg- 
ment nich they shall declare to 
thee: thou shalt not swerve to the

6 For he shall not multiply to himself 
horses, and by no means shall he turn 
the people back to Egypt, lest he 
should multiply to himself horses; for 
the Lord said, Ye shall not any more 
turn back by that way.

1s the due of the priests in the things 
coming from the people from those 
who offer sacrifices, whether it be a 
calf or a sheep; and thou shalt give 
the shoulder to the priest, and the 
cheeks, and the great intestine. And 
the first-fruts of thy corn, and of th 
wine, and of thine oi]; and thon shalt 
give to him the first-fruits of the fleeces 
of thy sheep. *Because the Lord 
has chosen him out of all thy tribes, 
to stand before the Lord thy God, to 
minister and bless in his name, himself 
and his sons among the children of 
Isracl.

shouldest come upon a brood of birds 
before thy face in the way or upon any 
tree, or upon the carth, young or eggs, 
and the mother be brooding on the 
young or the eggs, thou shalt not take 
the dam with the young ones. 7 ‘Thou 
shalt by all means let the mother go, 
but thou shalt take the young to thy- 
self, that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest live long. 

8 If thou shouldest build a new house,

Thou shalt not abhor an Edomite, 
because he is thy brother; thou shalt 
not abhor an Egyptian, because thou 
wast a stranger ane land. °If sons 
be born to them, in the third genera- 
tion they shall enter into the assembly 
of the Lord. ° And if thou shouldest 
go forth to engage with thine enemies, 
then thou shalt keep thee from every 
wicked thing. !°Ifthere should be in 
thee a man who is not clean by reason 
of his issue by night, then he shall go 
forth out of the camp, and he shall not 
enter into the camp. *! And it shall 
come to pass toward evening he shall 
wash his — with water, and when 
the sun has gone down, he shall go 
into the camp. '?And thou shalt have 
a place faa of the camp, and thou 
shalt go out thither, and thou shalt 
have a trowel on thy girdle, and it

Isracl. ‘8 Thou shalt not bring the 
hire of a harlot, nor the price of a dog 
into the house of the Lord thy God, 
for any vow; because even both are an 
abomination to the Lord thy God. 

Thou shalt not lend to thy bro- 
ther on usury of silver, or usury of 
meat, or usury of any thing which thou 
mayest lend out. *? Thou mayest lend 
on usury toa stranger, but to thy bro- 
ther thou shalt not lend on usury, that 
the Lord thy God may bless thee in all 
thy works upon the ‘andl into which 
thou art entering to inherit it. ?!And 
if thou wilt vow a vow to the Lord 
thy God, thou shalt not delay to pay 
it, for the Lord thy God wil surel 
require it of thee, and otherwise it stall 
be sin in thee. ?? But if thou shouldest 
be unwilling to vow, it is not sin in 
thee. 7’ Thou shalt observe the words 
that proceed from between thy lips, 
and as thou hast vowed a gift to the 
Lord God, so shalt thou do that which 
thou hast spoken with thy mouth. 

24, '° And if thou shouldest go into 
the corn field of thy neighbour, then 
thou mayest gather the cars with thy 
hands; but thou shalt not put the sickle 
to thy ncighbouw’s corn. ?@" And if thou 
eRe go into the vineyard of thy 
neighbour, thou shalt cat grapes sulfi- 
cient to satisfy a desire; but thon 
mayest not put them into a vessel.

And if there should be a dispute 
between men, and they should come 
forward to judgment, and the judges 
judge, and justify the nghteous, and 
condemn the wicked: *then it shall 
come to pass, if the unrighteous should 
be worthy of stripes, thou shalt lay 
him down before the judges and they 
shall scourge him before them accord- 
ing to his iniquity. *And they shall 
scourge him with forty stripes in num- 
ber, they shall not inflict more; for if 
thou shouldest scourge him with more 
stripes beyond these stripes, thy bro- 
ther will be disgraced Cine +1 Cor. 9. 9 
thee. ‘4*Thou shalt not muzzle the 
ox that treads out the corn. 

>t And if brethren should live toge- 
ther, and one of them should + Matt. 22. 24. 
dic, and should not have seed, the wife 
of the deceased shall not marry out 
of the family to » man not related: her 
husband’s brother shall go in to her, 
and shall take her to himself for a wife, 
and shall dwell with her. ®And it 
shall come to pass that the child which 
she shall bear, shall be * named by 
the name of the deccased, : er. consti- 
and his name shall not be ™% 
blotted out of Israel. 7 And if the man 
should not be willing to take his bro- 
ther’s wife, then shall the woman go 
up to the gate to the elders, and she 
shall say, My husband’s brother will 
not raise up the name of his brother in 
Isracl,! my husband’s brother *has re- 
fused. ®And the elders of +r. nas not 
his city shall call him, and * wiling. 
speak to him; and if he stand and 
say, I will not take her: * then his 
brother’s wife shall come forward be- 
fore the elders, and shall loose one shoe 
from off his foot, and shall spit in his 
face, and shall answer and say, ‘Thus 
shall they do to the man who will not 
build his brother’s house in Israel. 
10And his name shall be ealled in 
Israel, The house of him that has had 
his shoe loosed. 

11 And if men should strive together, 
a man with his brother, and the wife 
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of one of them should advance to res- 
cue her husband out of the hand of 
him that smites him, and she should 
stretch forth her hand, and take hold 
of his private parts; |’ thou shalt cut 
off her hand; thine eye shall not spare 
her. ' Thou shalt not have in thy 
bag divers weights, a great 'and a 
+er.or. small. ' Thoushalt not have 
in thine house divers measures, 2 great 
+ér.or. and a small. +! Thou shalt 
have a truc and just weight, and a 
truc and just measure, that thou 
mayest live long upon the land, which 
the Lord thy God gives thee for an 
inheritance. '° ‘or every one that 
does this is an abomination to the 
Lord thy God, even every one that 
does injustice. '? Remember what 
things Amalec did to thee by the way, 
when thou wentest forth out of the 
land of Egypt: 'S how he withstood 
thee in the way, and harassed thy rear, 
even those that were weary behind 
thee, and thou didst hunger and wast 
weary; and he did not fear God. 
9 And it shall come to pass when- 
ever the Lord thy God shall have 
given thec rest. from all thme enemies 
round about thee, in the land which 
the Lord thy God gives thee to inherit, 
thou shalt blot out .the name of 
Amalee from under heaven, and shalt 
not forget to do tt. 


26. And it shall be when thou shalt 
have entered into the land, which the 
Lord thy God gives thee to inherit it, 
and thou shalt have inherited it, and 
thou shalt have dwelt upon it, ? that 
thou shalt take of the first of the fruits 
of thy land, which the Lord thy God 
gives thee, and thou shalt put them 
into a basket, and thou shalt go to the 
place which the Lord thy God shall 
choose to have his name called there. 
3 And thou shalt come to the priest 
who shall be in those days, and thou 
shalt say to him, | testify this day to 
the Lord imy God, that | am come 


into the land which the Lord swore to 
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our fathers to give tous. ‘And the 
priest shall take the basket out of 
thine hands, and shall set it before the 
altar of the Lord thy God: ®and he 
shall answer and say before the Lord 
thy God, My father abandoned Synia, 
and went down into Egypt, and so- 
journed there with a small number, 
and became there a mighty nation 
anda great multitude. ® And the Egyp- 
tians aftlicted us, and humbled us, and 
imposed hard tasks on us: 7and we 
eried to the Lord our God, and the 
Lord heard our voice, and saw our 
humiliation, and our labour, and our 
affliction. *® And the Lord brought us 
out of Egypt himself with his great 
strength, and his mighty hand, and 
his high arm, and with great visions, 
and with signs, and with wonders. 
“And he brought us into this place, 
and gave us this land, a land flowing 
with milk and honey. 'And now, 
behold, I have brought the first of the 
fruits of the land, which thou gavest 
me, O Lord, a land flowing with milk 
and honey: and thou shalt leave it 
before the Lord thy God, and thou 
shalt worship before the Lord thy God; 
‘and thou shalt rejoice in all the good 
things, which the Lord thy God has 
given thee, thou and thy family, and 
the Levite, and the stranger that is 
within thee. ?? And when thou shalt 
have completed all the tithings of thy 
fruits in the third year, thon shalt 
give the second tenth to the Levite, 
and stranger, and fatherless, and 
widow, and they shall eat it in th 

cities, and be merry. And thou shalt 
say before the Lord thy God, 1 have 
fully collected the holy things out of 
my house, and | have given them to 
the Levite, and the stranger, and the 
orphan, and the widow, according to 
all the commands which thou didst 
command me: I did not transgress 
thy command, and I did not forget it. 
And in my distress I did not cat of 
them, I have not gathered of 4 0», person. 
them for an unclean ' purpose, | have 
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not given of them to the dead; I have 
hearkened to the voice of the Lord our 
God, I have done as thou hast com- 
manded me. Look down from thy 
holy house, from heaven, and_ bless 
thy people Israel, and the land which 
thou hast given them, as thou didst 
swear to our fathers, to give to usa 
land flowing with milk and honcy. 

"©On this day the Lord thy God 
charged thee to ee all the ordinances 
and judgments; and ye shall observe 
and do them, with all your heart, and 
with all your soul. 7 Thou hast chosen 
God this day to be thy God, and to 
walk in all his ways, and to observe 
his ordinances and judgments, and to 
hearken to his voice. }¥ And the Lord 
has chosen thee this day that thou 
shouidest be to him a peculiar people, 
as he said, to keep his commands; 
‘9 and that thou shouldest be above all 
nations, as he has made thee renowned, 
and a boast, and glorious, that thou 
shouldest be a holy people to the Lord 
thy God, as he has spoken. 


27. And Moses and the elders of 
Isracl commanded, saying, Keep all 
these commands, all that ] command 
you this day; ?and it shall come to 
pass in the day when ye shall cross 
over Jordan into the land which the 
Lord thy God gives thee, that thou 
shalt set up for thyself great stones, 
and shalt plaster them with plaster. 
3 And thou shalt write on these stones 
all the words of this law, as soon as 
ye have crossed Jordan, when ye are 
entered into the land, which the Lord 
God of thy fathers gives thee, a land 
flowing with milk and honey, accord- 
ing as the Lord God of thy fathers said 
to thee. *And it shall be as soon as ye 
are gone over Jordan, ye shall sect up 
these stones, which I command thee 
this day, on Mount Gebal, and thou 
shalt ee them with plaster. °And 
thou shalt build there an altar to the 
Lord thy God, an altar of stones; thou 
shalt not lift up iron upon it. ° OF 
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whole stones shalt thou build an altar 
to the Lord thy God, and thou shalt 
offer upon it whole-burnt-oflerings to 
the Lord thy God. 7 And thou shalt 
there offer a peace-offering; and thou 
shalt eat and be filled, and rejoice 
before the Lord thy God. * And thou 
shalt write upon the stones all this law 
very plainly. ®And Moses and the 
priests the Levites spoke to all Isracl, 
saying, Be silent and hear, O Isracl; 
this day thou art become a people to 
the Lord thy God. !°And Ale shalt 
hearken to the voice of the Lord thy 
God, and shalt do all his commands, 
and his ordinances, as many as I com- 
mand thee this day. 

And Moses charged the people on 
that day saying, ? These shall stand to 
bless the people on Mount Garizin 
having gone over Jordan; Symcon, 
Levi, Judas, Issachar, Joseph, and 
Benjamin. ‘And these shall stand 
for cursing on Mount Gabal, Ruben, 
Gad, and Aser, Zabulon, Dan, and 
Nephthah. ‘And the Levites shall 
answer and say to all Israel with a 
loud voice, '® Cursed is the man who- 
soever shall make a graven or molten 
image, an abomination to the Lord, 
the work of the hands of craftsmen, 
and shall put it im a seerct place : and 
all the people shall answer and say, So 
be it. ‘Cursed is the man that dis- 
honours his father or hismother: andall 
the people shall say, So be it. '7 Cursed 
is he that removes his neighbour's 
landmarks: and all the people shall say, 
So be it. 18 Cursed is he that makes 
the blind to wander in the way: and 
all the people shall say, So be it. 
! Cursed is every one that shall pervert 
the judgment of the stranger, and 
orphan, and widow: and all the people 
shall say, So be it. ??Cursed is he that 
lies with his father’s wife, because he 
has uncovered his father’s skirt: and 
all the people shall say, So be it. 
2 Cursed is he that lics with any beast: 
and all the people shall say, So be it. 
?? Cursed is I that lies with his sister 
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by his father or his mother: and all 
the pcople shall say, So be it. 7’ Cursed 
is he that lics with his daughter-in-law : 
and all the people shall say, So be it. 
Cursed is he that lics with his wife’s 
sister: and all the people shall say, So be 
it. * Cursed is he that smites his neigh- 
bour secretly: and all the people shall 
say, So be it. *° Cursed is he whoso- 
ever shall have taken a bribe to ‘sla 
Phe oe an innocent man: and all 
nocent blood. the people shall say, So be 
tGal.s.10. it, 78? Cursed is every man 
that continues not in all the words of 
this law to do them: and all the people 
shall say, So be it. 


28. And it shall come to pass, if 
thou wilt indecd hear the voice of the 
Lord thy God, to observe and do all 
these commands, which I charge thee 
this day, that the Lord thy God shall 
set thee on high above all the nations 
of the earth: ?and all these blessings 
shall come upon thee, and shall find 
thee, if thou wilt indecd hear the voice 
of the Lord thy God. % Blessed shalt 
thou be in the city, and blessed shalt 
thou be in the ficld. 4* Blessed shall be 
te@r.vely. the offspring of thy ‘body, 
and the fruits of thy land, and the 
herds of thy oxen, and the flocks of 
thy shecp. * Blessed shall be thy 
barns, and thy stores.  ° Blessed 
shalt thou be in thy coming in, and 
blessed shalt thou be in thy going 
out. 7The Lord deliver thine ene- 
mies that withstand thee utterly bro- 
ken before thy face: they shall come 
out against thee one way, and they 
shall flee seven ways from before thee. 
§ The Lord send upon thee his blessing 
in thy barns, and on all on which thou 
shalt put thine hand, in the land which 
the Lord thy God gives thee. ° The 
Lord raise thee up for himself a holy 
people, as he swore to thy fathers; if 
thou wilt hear the voice of the Lord 
+ or, see that thy God, and walk in all his 
the name &e. ways, 19 And all tlic nations 
of the carth shall sce *thee, that the 
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naine of the Lord is called upon thee, 
and they shall stand in awe of thee. 
1 And the Lord thy God shall mul- 
tiply thee for good in the offgpring of 
thy *hody, and in the offspring t Gr. belly. 
of thy cattle, and in the frnts of thy 
land, on thy land which the Lord swore 
to thy fathors to give to thee. '* May 
the Lord open to thee his good trea- 
sure, the heaven, to give rain to thy 
land in scason: may he bless all the 
works of thy hands: so shalt thou lend 
to many nations, but thou shalt not 
borrow, and thou shalt rule over many 
nations, but they shall not rule over 
thee. 8 The Lord thy God make thee 
the head and not the tail, and thou 
shalt then be above and thon shalt not 
be below, if thou wilt hearken to the 
voice of the Lord thy God, in all things 
that I charge thee this day to observe. 
Thou shalt not turn aside from any 
of the commandments, which I charge 
thee this day, to the right hand or to 
the left, to go after other gods to serve 
them. 

'S But it shall come to pass if thou 
wilt not hearken to the voice of the 
Lord thy God, to observe all his com- 
mandments, as many as I charge thee 
this day, then all these curses shall 
come on thee, and overtake thee. 
'® Cursed shalt thou be in the city, and 
cursed shalt thou be in the field. 
'T Cursed shall be thy barns and thy 
stores. '® Cursed shall be the offspring 
of thy body, and the fruits of thy land, 
the herds of thine oxen, and the flocks 
of thy sheep. ™ Cursed shalt thon be 
in thy coming in, and cursed shalt 
thou be in thy going out. * The 
Lord send upon thee want, and famine, 
and consumption on all things on 
which thou dak put thy hand, until 
he shall have utterly destroyed thee, 
and until he shall have consumed thee 
quickly because of thine evil devices, 
beeanse thou hast forsaken me. ?!*'The 
Lord cause the pestilence + er. may the 
to cleave to thee, until he 
shall have consumed thee off the land 
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mto which thou gocest to inherit it. 
The Lord smite thee with distress, 
and fever, and cold, and inflammation, 
and blghting, and paleness, and they 
shall pursue thee until they have de- 
stroyed thee. * And thou shalt have 
over thine head a sky of’ brass, and the 
earth under thee shall beivon. 7! The 
Lord thy God make the rain of thy 
land dust; and dust shall come down 
from heaven, until it shall have de- 
stroyed thee, and until it shall have 
quickly consumed thee. * The Lord 
give thee up for slaughter before thine 
enemies: thou shalt go out against 
them one way, and flee from their face 
seven ways: and thou shalt be a dis- 
persion in all the kingdoms of the 
earth. °°And your dead men shall be 
food to the birds of the sky, and to the 
beasts of the earth, and there shall be 
none to scare them away. * The 
Lord smite thee with the botch of 
Egypt in the seat, and with a malig- 
nant scab, and itch, so that thou canst 
not be healed. ** The Lord smite 
thee with insanity, and blindness, and 
astomshment of mind. * And thou 
shalt grope at mid-day, asa blind man 
would grope in the darkness, and thou 
shalt not prosper in thy ways; and 
then thou shalt be unjustly treated, 
and plundered continually, and there 
shall be no helper. *° Thou shalt take 
a wife, and another man shall have her; 
thou shalt build a house, and thou 
shalt not dwell in it; thou shalt plant 
a vineyard, and shalt not gather the 
grapes of it. %! Thy ealf shall be slain 
before thee, and thou shalt not eat of 
it; thine ass shall be violently taken 
away from thee, and shall not be re- 
stored to thee: thy sheep shall be given 
to thine enemies, and thou shalt have 
no helper. * Thy sons and thy 
daughters shall be given to another 
nation, and thine eyes wasting away 
shall look for them, thine hand shall 
have no strength. * A nation which 
thou knowest not shall cat the produce 
of thy land, and all thy labours; and 
22 
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thou shalt be injured and crushed 
always. *!And thou shalt be distracted, 
because of the sights of thine eyes 
which thou shalt see. ** The Lord 
smite thee with an evil sore, on the 
knees and the legs, so that thou shalt 
not be able to be healed from the sole 
of thy foot to the crown of thy head. 
*°The Lord carry away thee and thy 
princes, whom thou shalt set over thee, 
to a nation which neither thou nor thy 
fathers know; and thou shalt there 
serve other gods, wood and stone. 
37 And thou shalt be there for a wonder, 
and a parable, and a tale, among all 
the nations, to which the Lord thy 
God shall carry thee away. ** Thou 
shalt carry forth much sced into the 
field, and thou shalt bring in little, 
because the locust shall devour it. 
Thou shalt plant a vineyard, and 
dress it, and shalt not drink the wine, 
neither shalt thou delight thyself with 
it, because the worm shall devour * it. 
Thou shalt have olive +er.them, ie. 
trees in all thy borders, and ‘ets of it. 
thou shalt ‘not anoint thee with oil; 
because thine olive shall utterly * cast 
its fruit. 4’ Thou shalt beget + rit, now, or 
sons and daughters, and ‘down. 
they shall not be thine, for they shall 
depart into captivity. ‘ All thy trees 
and the fruits of thy land shall the 
blight consume. ‘ The stranger that 
is within thee shall get up very high, 
and thou shalt come down very low. 
44 He shall lend to thee, and thou shalt 
not lend to him; he shall be the head, 
and thou shalt be the tail. 

45 And all these curses shall come 
upon thee, and shall pursue thee, and 
shall overtake thee, until he shall have 
consumed thee, and until he shall have 
destroyed thee; because thou didst not 
hearken to the voice of the Lord th 
God, to keep his commands, and his 
ordinanees which he has commanded 
thee. ‘And these things shall be signs 
in thee, and wonders among thy seed 
for ever; 47 because thou didst not serve 


the Lord thy God with gladness and a 
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good heart, because of the abundance 
of all things. ‘And thou shalt serve 
thine enemies, which the Lord will 
send forth against thee, in hunger, and 
in thirst, and in nakedness, and in the 
want of all things; and thou shalt wear 
upon thy neck a yoke of iron until he 
shall have destroyed thee. *? The Lord 
shall bring upon thee a nation from 
the extremity of the carth, like the 
swift flying of an eagle, a nation whose 
voice thou shalt not ‘ under- 
stand; °°a nation bold in countenance, 
1Grwonderat. which shall not ‘respect the 
person of the aged and shall not pity 
the young. *! And it shall eat up the 
young of” thy cattle, and the frits of 
thy land, so as not to leave to thee 
corn, wine, oil, the herds of thine oxen, 
and the flocks of thy sheep, until it 
shall have destroyed thee; * and have 
utterly crushed thee in thy citics, until 
the high and strong walls be destroyed, 
in which thou trustest, in all thy land; 
and it shall afflict thee in thy cities, 
which he has given to thee. °% And 
thou shalt eat the fruit of thy * body, 
+ Gr. bey. the flesh of thy sons and of 
thy daughters, all that he has given 
thee, in thy straitness and thy afflic- 
tion, with which thine enemy shall 
afflict thee. 

5! He that is tender and very deh- 
eate within thee shall look with an 
evil eye upon his brother, and the wife 
in his bosom, and the children that are 
left, which may have been left to him; 
55 so as not to give to one of them of 
the flesh of his children, whom he 
shall eat, because of his having nothing 
left him in thy straitness, and in thy 
affliction, with which thine enemics 
shall afflict thee in all thy cities. 

56A nd she that is tender and delicate 
among you, whose foot has not assayed 
to go upon the earth for delicacy and 
tenderness, shall look with an evil eye 
on her husband in her bosom, and 
uit ater ehorisom and her daughter, 
ter. thighs. °7and her * offspring that 
comes out between her * feet, and the 
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child which she shall bear; for she 
shall cat them because of the want of 
all things, secretly in thy straitness, 
and in thy affliction, with which thine 
enemy shall afflict thee in thy cities. 
58 Jf thou wilt not hearken to do all 
the words of this law, which have been 
written in this book, to fear this glo- 
rious and wonderful name, the Lord 
thy God; * then the Lord shall mag- 
nify thy plagues, and the plagues of 
thy sced, great and wonderful plagues, 
and evil and abiding diseases. % And 
he shall bring upon thee all the evil 
pain of Egypt, tof which {Gr which. 
thou wast afraid, and they before their 
shall cleave to thee. “And f° 4" 
the Lord shall bring upon thee every 
sickness, and every plague that is not 
written, and every one that is written 
in the book of this law, until he shall 
have destroyed thee. And ye shall 
be left few in number, whereas ye 
were as the stars of the sky in imulti- 
tude, because thou didst not hearken 
to the voice of the Lord thy God. 

8% And it shall come to pass that as 
the Lord rejoiced over you to do you 
good, and to multiply you, so the 
Lord will rejoice over you to destroy 
you; and ye shall be quickly removed 
from the land, into which ye go to in- 
herit it. “And the Lord thy God 
shall scatter thee among all nations, 
from onc end of the carth to the other, 
and thou shalt there serve other gods, 
wood and stone, which thou hast not 
known, nor thy fathers. © Moreover 
among those nations he will not give 
thee quict, neither by any meansshall the 
sole of thy foot have rest; and the Lord 
shall give thee there another and a mis- 
giving heart, and failing eyes, and a 
wasting soul. And thy hfe shall be 
in suspense before thine cyes; and thon 
shalt be afraid by day and by night, and 
thou shalt have no assurance of thy 
hfe. 7 In the morning thou shalt say, 
Would it were evening! and in the 
evening thou shalt say, Would it were 
morning! for the fear of thine heart 
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with which thon shalt fear, and for the 
sights of thine eyes which thou shalt 
sce. And the fod shall bring thee 
back to Eeypt in ships, by the way of 
which I said, Thou shalt not see it 
again; and ye shall be sold there to 
your enemies for bondmen and bond- 
women, and none shall buy you. 


29. These are the words of the 
covenant, which the Lord commanded 
Moses to make with the children of 
Israel in the land of Moab, besides the 
covenant which he made with them 
in Choreb. ?And Moses called all the 
sons of Israel and said to them, Ye 
have scen all things that the Lord did 
in the land of Egypt before you to 
Pharao and his servants, and all his 
land; *the great temptations which 
thine eyes have scen, the signs, and 
those great wonders. 4 Yet the Lord 
God has not given you a heart to 
know, and eyes to see, and ears to hear, 
until this day. ®And he led you forty 
years in the wilderness; your garments 
did not grow old, and your sandals 
were not worn away off your fect. 
®Ye did not eat bread, ye did not 
drink wine or strong drink, that ye 
might know that I am the Lord your 
God. 7And ye came as far as this 
place; and there came forth Seon king 
of Esebon, and Og king of Basan, to 
meet us inwar. * And we smote them 
and took their land, and I gave it for 
an inheritance to Ruben and Gad, and 
to the half tribe of Manasse. And ye 
shall take heed to do all the words of 
this covenant, that ye may understand 
all things that ye sl don }* Ye “all 
stand to-day before the Lord your God, 
the heads of your tribes, and your 
elders, and your judges, and your 
officers, every man of Israel, '! your 
wives, and your children, and the 
stranger who is in the midst of your 
camp, from your hewer of wood even 
to your drawer of water, that }*thou 
shouldest enter into the covenant of 
the Lord thy God and into his oaths, 
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as many as the Lord thy God appoints 
thee this day. ''That he may appoint 
thee to himself for a people, and he 
shall be thy God, as he said to thee, and 
as he swore to thy fathers, Abraam, 
and Isaac, and Jacob. ‘And Ido not 
sas to you alone this covenant and 
this oath; but to those also who are 
here with you to-day before the Lord 
Ne God, and to those who are not 
1ere with you to-day. 1°For ye know 
how we dwelt in the land of Egypt, 
how we came through the midst Stine 
nations through whom ye came. !’And 
e beheld their abominations, and their 
idols, wood and stone, silver and gold, 
which are among them. '*Lest there 
be among you man, or woman, or fa- 
mily, or tribe, whose heart has turned 
ean from the Lord your God, having 
gone to serve the gods of these nations; 
lest there be im you a root springing 
up with gall and bitterness. 1 And it 
shall be if one shall hear the words of 
this curse, and shall flatter himself in 
his heart, saying, ‘Let good +zit.Mayhoty 
happen to ao for Lowi Yani See the 
walk in the error of my Tian 2/3." 
heart, lest the sinner destroy Acts 13. 34. 
the guiltless with hem. °° God shall by 
no means be willing to pardon him, 
but then the wrath of the Lord and his 
jealousy shall flame out against that 
man, and all the curses of this cove- 
nant shall attach themselves to him, 
which are written in this book, and 
the Lord shall blot out his name from 
under heaven. ?! And the Lord shall 
separate that man for evil of all the 
children of Israel, according to all the 
curses of the covenant that are written 
in the book of this law. ?? And another 
generation shall say—even your sons 
who shall rise up after you, and the 
stranger who shall come from a land 
afar off, and shall see the plagues of that 
land and their discases, which the Lord 
has sent upon it, ** brimstone and burn- 
ing salt,the whole land shall not besown, 
neither shall any green thing spring, 
nor rise upon it, as Sodom and Go-

morrha were overthrown, Adama and 


Seboim, which the Lord overthrew in 
his wrath and anger:—*and all the 
nations shall say, Why has the Lord 
done thus to this land? What 7s this 
great fierceness of anger? *°And men 
shall say, Because they forsook the 
covenant of the Lord God of their 
fathers, the things which he appointed 
to their fathers, when he brought them 
out of the land of Egypt: and they 
went and served other gods, which 
they knew not, neither did he assign 
them to them. ®’ And the Lord was 
exceedingly angry with that land to 
bring upon it according to all the curses 
which are written in the book of this 
law. And the Lord removed them 
from their land in anger, and wrath, 
and very great indignation, and cast 
them out into another land as at pre- 
sent. The sceret things belong to 
the Lord our God, but the things that 
are revealed belong to us and to our 
children for ever, that we may do all 
the words of this law.

42And Joshua smote once for 
all all their kings, and their land, be- 
cause the Lord God of Israel fought 
on the side of Israel. 


11. And when Jabis the king of 
Asor heard, he sent to Jobab king of 
Maron, and to the king of Symoon, 
and to the king of Aziph, ?and to the 
kings who were by the great Sidon, to 
the hill country and to Araba opposite 
Keneroth, and to the plain, and to 
Phenaeddor, *and to the Chananites

of your having built an altar apart 
from the altar of the Lord our God. 
2° Lo! did not Achar the son of Zara 
commit a trespass taking of the ac- 
cursed thing, and there was wrath on 
the whole congregation of Israel? and 
he himself died alone in his own sin? 
*!And the sons of Ruben, and the sons 
of Gad, and the half tribe of Manasse 
answered, and spoke to the captains of 
the thousands of Isracl, saying, 7? God 
even God is the Lord, and God even 
God himself knows, and Israel, he 
shall know; if we have transgressed 
before the Lord by apostasy, Ict him 
not deliver us this day. *° And if we 
have built to ourselves an altar, so as 
to apostatize from the Lord our God, 
so as to offer upon it a sacrifice of 
whole-burnt-offerings, so as to offer 
upon it a sacrifice of peace-offering,— 
the Lord shall require it. *4 But we 
have done this for the sake of precau- 
tion concerning this thing, + Gr. to-morrow.

7 but that this may be a witness be- 
tween you and us, and between our 
posterity after us, that we may do ser- 
vice to the Lord before hun, with our 
burnt-offerings, and our meat-offcrings 
and our peace-offerings: so your sons 
shall not say to our sons, * hercafter,

78 And we. said, If 
ever it should come to pass that they 
should speak so to us, or to ow pos- 
terity hereafter, then shall they say, 
Behold the likeness of the altar of the 
Lord, which our fathers made, not for 
the sake of burnt-offerings, nor for the 
sake of meat-offerings, but it is a wit- 
ness between you and us, and between 
our sons. 7% Far be it from us there- 
fore that we should tun away from 
the Lord this day so as to apostatize 
from the Lord, so as that we should 
build an altar for burnt-offerings, and 
for peace-offerings, besides the altar of 
the Lord which is before his taber- 
nacle. 

30 And Phinees the priest and all 
the chiefs of the congregation of Israel 
t Gr. having Who were with him * heard 
feard. the words which the chil- 
dren of Ruben, and the children of 
Gad, and the half tribe of Manasse 
spoke, and it pleased them, *'and Phi- 
nees the priest said to the sons of 
Ruben, and to the sons of Gad, and to 
the half of the tribe of Manasse, To- 
day we know that the Lord is with us, 
because ye have not trespassed griev- 
ously against the Lord, and because 
ye have delivered the children of Israel 
out of the hand of the Lord. * So

7And now take wood and make a 
new waggon, and take two cows, that 
have calved for the first time, without 
their calves; and do ye 
yoke the cows to the wag- 
gon, and lead away the 
ealves from behind them 
home. ®And ye shall take 
the ark and put it on the 
wagyon; and ye shall re- 
; store to it the golden articles 
stituted for ‘ ‘ 
Repoexoév. for the trespass-offcring in 
a ‘coffer by the side of it: and ye 
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shall let it go, and send it away, 
and ye shall depart. °And ye shall 
see, 1f it shall go the way of its coasts 
along by Bethsamys, he has brought 
upon us this great affliction; and if 
not, then shall we know that it is not 
his hand that has touched us, but this 
is a chance which has happencd to us. 

And the Philistines did so; and 
they took two cows that had calved 
for the first time, and yoked them to 
the waggon, and shut up their calves 
at home. "And they set the ark of 
the Lord, and the coffer, and the 
golden mice, on the waggon. 'And 
the cows went straight on the way to 
the way of Bethsamys, they went 
along one track; and laboured, and 
turned not aside to the nght hand or 
to the left, and the lords of the Phi- 
listines went after it as far as the coasts 
of Bathsamys. ‘And the men of 
Bethsamys were reaping the wheat 
harvest in the valley; and they lifted 
up their eyes, and saw the ark of the 
Lord, and rejoiced to meet it.

seventy men, and fifty thousand men:

only God in all the kingdoms of the 
earth; thou hast made heaven and 
earth.

Whom hast thou reproached, and 
whom hast thou reviled? and against 
whom hast thou lifted up thy voice, 
and raised thine eyes on high?

“And I wall 
reject the remnaut of my inheritance, 
and will deliver them into the hands 
of their enemies; and they shall be 
for a plunder and for a spoil to all 
their enemics. | Torasmuch as they 
have done wickedly in my sight, and 
have provoked me from the day that I 
brought out their fathers out of Egypt, 
even until this day. 1° Moreover Ma- 
nasses shed very much mnocent blood, 
until he filled Jerusalem wth it *from 
one end to the other, besides + Gr. mouth 
his sins with which he ‘mou 
caused Juda to sin, in doing evil in the 
eycs of the Lord.

were three thousand six hundred super- 
imtendents overthem. % And Solomon 
sent to Chiram king of Tyre, saying, 
Whereas thou didst deal favourably 
with David my father, and didst send 
him cedars to build for himself a house 
to dwell in, 4 behold, I also his son am 
building a house to the name of the 
Lord my God, to consecrate it to him, 
to burn incense before him, and to offer 
shewbread continually, and to offer 
up whole-burnt-offermgs continually 
morning and evening, and on the sab- 
baths, and at the new moons, and at 
the feasts of the Lord our God: this 
ts a perpetual statute for Israel. >And 
the house which ] am building is to be 
great: for the Lord our God ts great 
beyond all” gods. ®And who will be 
able to build him a house? for the

7And now send me a man wise and

how to grave together with the crafts- 
men who are with me in Juda and in 
Jerusalem, which materials my father 
David prepared. *®And send me from 
Libanus cedar wood, and wood of ju- 
niper, and pine; for I know that thy 
servants are skilled in cutting timber 
in Libanus: and, behold, thy servants 
shall go with my servants, ° to prepare 
timber for me in abundance: for the 
house which I am building must be 
great and glorious. !°And, behold, I 
have given freely to thy servants that 
work and cut the wood, corn for food, 
even twenty thousand *mea- + G7. cors. 
sures of wheat, and twenty thousand 
measures of barley, and twenty thou- 
sand measures of wine, and twent 
thousand measures of oil. '!!

swered in writing, and sent to Solo- 
mon, saying, Because the Lord loved 
his people, he * made thee + Gr. gave. 

And Chiram said, 
Blessed be the Lord God of Israel, 
who made heaven and earth, who has 
given to king David a wise son, and 
one endowed with knowledge and un- 
derstanding, who shall build a house 
for the Lord, and a house for his king- 
dom. 'And now I have sent thee a 
wise and understanding man' who be- 
longed to Chiram my father *4/er.Chiram 
(“his mother was of the servant. Hes. 
daughters of Dan, and his —? 

father was a Tynan), skilled to work 
in gold, and in silver, and in brass, 
a in iron, and in stones and wood; 
and to weave with purple, and blue, 
and fine hnen, and scarlet; and to en- 
grave, and to understand every device, 
whatsoever thou shalt give him to do 
with thy craftsmen, and the craftsmen 
of my lord David thy father. ‘And 
now let my lord send to his servants 
the wheat, and the barley, and the oil, 
and the wine which he mentioned. 
16 And we will cut timber out of Liba- 
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nus according to all thy need, and we 
will bring it on rafts to the sea of Joppa, 
and thou shalt bring it to Toned: 
17And Solomon gatheredall the forcign- 
ers that were in the land of Israel, after 
the numbering with which David his 
father numbered them; and there were 
found a hundred and fifty-three thou- 
sand six hundred. '* And he made of 
them seventy thousand burden-bearers, 
and cighty thousand hewers of stone, 
and three thousand six hundred task- 
masters over the people.

Then So- 
lomon assembled all the elders of Israel, 
and all the heads of the tribes, even 
the leaders of the families of the chil- 
dren of Israel, to Jerusalem, to bring 
up the ark of the covenant of the Lord 
out of the city of David,—this zs Sion. 
3And all Israel were assembled to meet 
the king in the feast, this is the seventh 
month.

19 But if ye should turn away, and for- 
sake my ordinances and my command- 
nents; which I have set before you, 
and go and serve other gods, and 
worship them; ” then will I remove 
you from the land which 1 gave them; 
and this house which I have conse- 
crated to my name I will remove out 
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of my sight, and I will make it a pro- 
verb and a by-word among all nations. 
*} And as for this lofty house—ever 
onc that passes by it shall be Patel 
and shall say, Wherefore has the Lord 
done ¢hus to this land, and to this 
house? *? And men shall say, Because 
they forsook the Lord God of their 
fathers, who brought them out of the 
land of Egypt, and they attached them- 
selves to SAN gods, and worshipped 
them, and served them: and therefore 
Zee brought upon them all this 
evil. 


8. And it came to pass after twenty 
years, in which Solomon built the

‘As for all the people that was 
left of the *Chettites, and +p. chet- 
the Amorites, and the Phe- ts &- 
rezites, and the Evites, and the Jebu- 
sites, who are not of Isracl, § but were 
of the children of them whom the 
children of Isracl destroyed not, that 
were left after them in the land, even 
them did Solomon make tributaries 
to this day. ° But Solomon did not 
make any of the children of Isracl 
servants in his kingdom, for, behold, 
they were warriors and rulers, and 
mighty men, and captains of chariots 
and horsemen. ' And these are the 
chiefs of the officers of king Solomon, 
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two hundred and fifty overseeing the 
people in this work. '!

Bieaths. moons, and at the feasts, 
three times in the year, at the feast of 
unleavened bread, and at the feast of 
wecks, and at the feast of tabernacles. 
4 And he established, according to the 
order of his father David, the courses 
of the priests, and that according to 
their public ministrations: and the 
Levites were appointed over their 
charges, to praise and minister before 
the priests according to the daily 
order: and the porters were appointed 
according to their courses to the differ- 
ent gates: for thus were the com- 
mandments of David the man of God. 
» They transgressed not the command- 
ments of the king concerning the 
priests and the Levites with regard to 
everything else, and with regard to 
the treasures. }° Nowall the work had 
been prepared from the day when the 
fonndation was laid, until Solomon 
finished the house of the Lord. 17 Then 
Solomon went to Gasion Gaber, and to

And he built Bethleem, 
and /K&tan and Thecoe, and Beth- 
sura, and Sochoth, and Odollam, *and 
Geth, and Marisa, and Ziph, and 
Adorai, and Lachis, and <Azeca, 
Mand Saraa, and A¢lom, and Chebron, 
which belongs to Juda and Benjamin, 
walled cities. | And he fortified them 
‘with walls, and placed in tr. walled. 
them captains, und stores of provisions, 
oil and wine, shields and spears in 
every several city, and he fortified 
them ‘very strongly, and +o», in great 
he had on his side Juda "mvers: 
and Benjamin. ' And the priests and 
the Levites who were in all Israel

we keep the ‘charge of the + Gr.charges, 
Lord God of our fathers; °” ¥#ches 
but ye have forsaken him. ' And, 
behold, the Lord and his priests are 
with us at our head, and the signal 
trumpets to sound an alarm over us.

Hear me, Asa, and all Juda and Ben- 
jamin; the Lord is with you, while 
ye are with him; and if ye seck him 
out, he will be found of you; but if 

e forsake him, he will forsake you. 
3 And Israel has been a long time with- 
out the true God, and without a priest 
to expound the truth, and without the 
law. ‘But he shall turn them to the 
Lord God of Israel, and he will be 
found of them. *And in that time

there is no peace to one going out, or 
to one coming in, for the terror of the 
Lord is upon all that inhabit the lands. 
6 And nation shall fight against nation, 
and city against city; for God has 
confounded them with every kind of 
affliction. 7 But be ye strong, and Iet 
not your hands be weakened: for there 
is a reward for your work. ® And 
when Asa heard these words, and the 
t Alex. Azaria. prophecy of *Adad the 
prophet, then he strengthened himself, 
and cast out the abominations from all 
the land of Juda and Benjamin, and 
from the cities which Jeroboam pos- 
sessed, in Mount Ephraim, and he 
t Or, conse. ‘renewed the altar of the 
et Lord, which was before 
the temple of the Lord. °*And he 
assembled Juda and Benjamin, and 
the strangers that dwelt with him, of 
Ephraim, and of Manasse, and of 
Symcon: for many of Isracl were 
joined to him, when they saw that the 
Lord his God was with him. '!° And 
they assembled at Jerusalem in the third 
month, in the fifteenth year of the 
reign of Asa. |! And he sacrificed to 
the Lord in that day of the spoils 
+ Alex, énra which they brought, ‘seven 
eae 8" hundred calves and seven 
4 Gr. passed thousand sheep. ' And he 
through. + ° 
entered into a covenant 
that they should seek the Lord God 
of their fathers with all their heart 
and with all their soul. And that 
whoever should not seck the Lord 
God of Israel, should die, whether 
oung or old, whether man or woman. 
‘And they swore to the Lord with a 
loud voice, and with trumpets, and 
with cornets. | And all Juda rejoiced 
concerning the oath: for they swore 
with all their heart, and they sought 
him with all their desires; and he was 
found of them: and the Lord gave 
them rest round about. '% And he re- 
moved Maacha his mother from being 
priestess to Astarte; and he cut down 
the idol, and burnt it in the brook of 
Kedron. ' Nevertheless they removed 
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not the high places: they still existed 
in Israel: nevertheless the heart of 
Asa was ‘perfect all his + Gr. fur. 

days. '%And he brought in the holy 
things of David his father, and the 
holy things of the house of God, silver, 
sade gold, and vessels. !®And there 
was no war waged with him until the 
thirty-fifth year of the reign of Asa. 


16. And in the thirty-cighth year 
of the reign of Asa, the king of Isracl 
went up against Juda, and built 
Rama, so as not to allow egress or 
ingress to Asa king of Juda. ? And 
Asa took silver and gold out of the 
treasures of the house of the Lord, and 
of the king’s house, and sent them to 
the son of Ader king of Syria, which 
dwelt in Damasens, saying, *Make a 
covenant between me and thee, and 
between my father and thy father : 
behold, I have sent thee gold and 
silver: come, and turn away from me 
Baasa king of Isracl, and ]et him de- 
ee from me. ‘And the son of Ader 

earkened to king Asa, and sent the 
captains of his host against the cities 
of Israel; and smote ZEon, and Dan, 
and Abelmain, and all the country 
round Nephthali. *®And it came to 
pass when Baasa heard 7é he left off 
building Rama, and put a stop to his 
work: ®then king Asa took all Juda, 
and took the stones of Rama, and its 
timber, with which Baasa had built; 
and he built with them Gabae and 
Maspha. 7’And at that time came 
Anani the prophet to Asa king of 
Juda, and said to him, Because thou 
didst trust on the king of Syria, and 
didst not trust on the Lord thy God, 
therefore the army of Syria is escaped 
out of thy hand. * Were not the 
Ethiopians and Libyans a great force, 
in courage, in horsemen, in great 
numbers? and did not He ave 
them into. thy hands, because thou 
trustedst in the Lord? ° For the eyes 
of the Lord look upon all the earth, 
to strengthen every heart that is per-

fect toward him. In this thou hast 
done foolishly; henceforth there shall 
be war with thee. '!And Asa was 
angry with the prophet, and put him 
in prison, for he was angry at this: 
and Asa vexed some of the people at 
that time. | And, behold, the acts of 
Asa, the first and the last, wre written 
in the book of the kings of Juda and 
Israel. '? And Asa was diseased in his 
feet in the thirty-ninth year of his 
reign, until he was very ill: but in 
Ins disease he sought not to the Lord, 
but to the physicians. 6’ And Asa 
slept with his fathers, and died in the 
forticth year of his reign. “And they 
buried him in the sepulchre which he 
had dug for himself in the city of 
David, and they laid him on a bed, 
and filled it with spices and all kinds 
of perfumes of the apothecaries; and 
they made for him a very great funcral. 


17. And Josaphat his son reigned 
in his stead, and Josaphat strengthened 
himself against Israel. *And he put 
garisons in all the strong cities of 
Juda; and appointed captains in all 
the cities of Juda, and in the cities of 
Ephraim, which Asa his father had 
taken. ? And the Lord was with Josa- 
phat, for he walked in the first ee 
of his father, and did not seek to idols; 
4 but he sought to the Lord God of his 
father, and walked in the command- 
ments of his father, and not according 

‘to the works of Israel. 5 And the Lor 
prospered the kingdom in his hand; 
and all Juda gave gifts to Josaphat; 
and he had great wealth and glory. 
6 And his heart was exalted in the way 
of the Lord; and he removed the high 
places and the groves from the land of 
Juda. 7And in the third year of his 
reign, he sent his chief men, and his 
mighty men, Abdias and Zacharias, and 
Nathanael, and Michaias, te teach in 
the cities of Juda. *®And with them 
were the Levites, Samaias, and Nath- 
anias, and Zabdias, and Asicl, and 


Semiramoth, and Jonathan, and Ado- 
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nias, and Tobias, and Tobadonias, 
Levites, and with them Elisama and 
Joram, the priests. °And they taught 
in Juda, and there was with them the 
book of the law of the Lord, and they 
passed through the cities of Juda, and 
taught the people. ‘°And a terror of 
the Lord was upon all the kingdoms 
of the land round about Juda, and 
they made no war against Josaphat. 
"And some of the Philistines brought 
to Josaphat gifts, and silver, and pre- 
sents; and the Arabians brought him 
seven thousand seven hundred rams. 
And Josaphat increased in greatness 
exceedingly, and built in Judea places 
of abode, and strong cities. ' And 
he had many works in Judea: and 
the mighty men of war, the men of 
strength were in Jerusalem. '4And 
this ¢s their number according to the 
houses of their fathers; even the cap- 
tains of thousands in Juda were, Ednas 
the chief, and with him mighty men 
of strength three hundred thousand. 
And atter him, Joanan the captain, 
and with him two hundred and eighty 
thousand. ' And after him Amasias 
the son of Zan, who was zealous for 
the Lord; and with him two hundred 
thousand mighty men of strength. 
“And out of Benjamin there was a 
mighty man of strength, even Ehada, 
and with him two hundred thousand 
archers and targeteers. '®And after 
him Jozabad, and with him a hundred 
and eighty thousand mighty men of 
war. These were the king’s ser- 
vants, besides those whom the king 
put in the strong cities in all Judea. 


18. And Josaphat had yet great 
wealth and glory, and he connected 
himself by marriage with the house of 
Achaab. ®And he went down* after 
a term of years to Achaab +r, vy an 
to Samaria: and Achaab °4ofyeas- 
slew for him shcep and calves, in 
abundance, and for the people with 
him, and he much desired him to go 
up with him to Ramoth of the country

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of Galaad. *%And Achaab king of 
Israel said to Josaphat king of Juda, 
Wilt thou go with me to Ramoth of 
the country of Galaad? And he said 
to him, As I am so also art thou, as 
thy people, so also is my people with 
thee for the war. 4 And Josaphat said 
to the king of Israel, Seek, I pray thee, 
the Lord to-day. ° And the king of 
Israel gathered the prophets, four hun- 
dred men, and said to them, Shall I go 
to Ramoth Galaad to battle, or shall I 
forbear? And they said, Go up, and 
God shall deliver it into the hands of 
the king. © And Josaphat said, Is 
there not here a prophet of the Lord 
besides, that we may inquire of him? 
7 And the king of Israel said to Josa- 
phat, There is yet one man by whom 
to inquire of the Lord; but I hate 
him, for he does not prophesy con- 
cerning me for good, for all his days 
are for evil: this js Michaias the son 
of Jembla. And Josaphat said, Let 
not the king say so. * And the king 
called an eunuch, and said, Fetch 
quickly Michaias the son of Jembla. 
* And the king of Israel and Josaphat 
king of Juda were sitting each on his 
throne, and clothed in their robes, 
sitting in the open space at the cn- 
trance of the gate of Samaria: and all 
the prophets were prophesying before 
them. '° And Sedekias son of Cha- 
naan made for himself iron horns, and 
said, Thus says the Lord, With these 
thou shalt thrust Syna until it be con- 
sumed. " And all the prophets pro- 
hesied so, saying, Goup to Ramoth 
Galaad, and thou shalt prosper; and 
the Lord shall deliver it into the hands 
of the king. ' And the messenger 
that went to call Michaias spoke to 
him, saying, Behold, the prophets have 
spoken favourably concerning the king 
with one mouth; let now, I pray thee, 
+ Gr. thon thy words be as the words 
shaltispeak-.. of one sof—them, and tdo 
+Gr.theLord thoy speak good things. 
See OS ENT ET| Se said, VAs 


the Lord lives, whatever God shall 
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say to me, that will I speak. '* And 
he came to the king, and the king said 
to him, Michaias, shall I go up to 
Ramoth Galaad to battle, or shall I 
forbear? And he said, Go up, and 
thou shalt prosper, and they shall be 
given into your hands. '° And the 
king said to him, How often ‘shall I 
solemnly charge thee that +r. dot. 
thou speak to me nothing but truth in 
the name of the Lord? }*And he 
said, I saw Isracl scattered on the 
mountains, as sheep without a shep- 
herd: and the Lord said, These have 
no commander; !ct each return to his 
home in peace. 

7 And the king of Israel said to 
Josaphat, Said I not to thee, that he 
Gould not prophesy concerning me 
good, but evil? '8 But he said, Not 
so. Hear ye the word of the Lord: 
I saw the Lord sitting on his throne, 
and all the host of heaven stood by on 
his right hand and on his left. 1% And 
the Lord said, Who will deccive 
Achaab king of Israel, that he may go 
up, and fall in Ramoth Galaad? and 
one spoke this way, and another spoke 
that way. * And there came forth a 
spirit, and stood before the Lord, and 
said, I will deceive him. And the 
Lord said, Whereby? #? And he said, 
I will go forth, and will be a lying 
spirit in the mouth of all his prophets. 
And the Lord said, Thou shalt deceive 
him, ana shalt prevail: go forth, and 
doso. ®? And now, behold, the Lord 
has put a false spirit m the mouth of 
these thy prophets, and the Lord has 
spoken evil against thee. 7% Then 
Sedekias the son of Chanaan drew 
near, and smote Michaias on the cheek, 
and said to him, By what way passed 
the Spirit of the Lord from me to 
speak to thee? 4 And Michaias said, 
Behold, thou shalt sce in that day, 
when thou shalt go from chamber to 
chamber to hide thyself. 5 And the 
king of Isracl said, Take Michaias, and 
carry him back to Emer the governor 
of the city, and to Joas the captain, 
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the king’s son; * and ye shall say, 
Thus said the king, Put this fellow 
into the prison-house, and let him eat 
the bread of affliction, and drink the 
water of affliction, until I return in 
peace. * And Michaias said, If thou 
do at all return in peace, the Lord has 
not spoken by me. And he said, 
*Gr. peoples. Hear, all ye*people. 78 So 
the king of Isracl, and Josaphat king 
of Juda, went up to Ramoth Galaad. 
*° And the king of Israel said to Josa- 
phat, Disguise me, and I will enter 
into the battle: and do thou put on 
my raiment. So the king of Israel 
disguised himself, and entered into the 
battle. 2° Now the king of Syria had 
commanded the captains of the chariots 
that were with i saying, Fight 
neither against small nor great, but 
only against the king of Israel. *'And 
it came to pass, when the captains of 
the chariots saw Josaphat, that they 
said, It is the king of Israel: and they 
compassed him about to fight against 
him: and Josaphat cried out, and the 
Lord delivered him; and God turned 
them away from him. * Andit came 
to pass, when the captains of the cha- 
riots saw that it was not the king of 
Israel, that they turned away from 


him. * Andaman drew a bow ‘with

lungs and the breastplate: 
and he said to the charioteer, Turn 
thine hand, drive me out of the battle, 
t@r.tnave for*I am wounded. *4And 
Bipared: the battle turned in that 
day; and the king of Israel remained 
on the chariot against Syria until even- 
ing, and died at sunset. 


19. And Josaphat king of Juda 
returned 1o his house at Jerusalem. 
2 And there went out to meet him Jeu 
the prophet the son of Anani, and said 
to him, King Josaphat, dost thou help 
a sinner, or act friendly towards one 
hated of the Lord? Therefore has 
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* Nevertheless some good things have 
been found in thee, forasmuch as thou 
didst remove the groves from the land 
of Juda, and didst direct thine heart to 
seek after the Lord. 4 And Josaphat, 
divelt in Jerusalem: and he again went 
out among the people from Beersabee 
to the mount of Ephraim, and turned 
them back to the Lord God of their 
fathers. ° And he appointed judges 
in all the strong cities of Juda, city by 
city. © And he said to the judges, 
Take good heed what ye do: for ye 
judge not for man, but for the Lord, 
and with you are matters of judgment. 
7 And now let the fear of the Lord be 
upon you, and be wary, and do your 
duty: for there is no unrighteousness 
with the Lord our God, neither 7s zi 
Sor him to respect persons, nor to take 
bribes. * Moreover Josaphat  ap- 
pointed in Jerusalem some of the 
priests, and Levites, and heads of 
houses of Israel, for the judgment of 
the Lord, and to judge the dwellers in 
Jerusalem. ° And he charged them, 
saying, Thus shall ye do in the fear of 
the Lord, in truth and with a ‘perfect 
heart. 1° Whatsoever man + Gr. full. 
of your brethren that dwell in their 
cities shall bring the cause that comes 
* before you, between blood + Gr. upon. 
and blood, and between precept and 
commandment, and ordinances and 
judgments, ye shall even decide for 
them; so they shall not sin against 
the Lord, and there shall not be 
wrath upon you, and upon your bre- 
thren: thus ye shall do, and ye shall 
not sin. |! And, behold, Amarias 
the priest is head over che in every 
matter of the Lord; and Zabdias the 
son of Ismael is head over the house 
of Juda in every matter of the king; 
and the scribes and Levites are before 
you: be strong and active, and the 


Lord shall be with the good. 


20. And after this came the chil- 
dren of Moab, and the children of 


wrath come upon thee from the Lord. | Ammon, and with them some of the 
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Minzeans, against Josaphat to battle. 
? And they came and told Josaphat, 
saying, There is come against thee a 
ereat multitude from Syria, from be- 
yond thesea; and, behold, they are in 
Asasan Thamar, this is Engadi. ?And 
Josaphat was alarmed, and sct his face 
to seck the Lord earnestly, and he 
proclaimed a fast in all Juda. 4 And 
Juda gathered themselves together to 
seck after the Lord: even from all the 
citics of Juda they came to seck the 
Lord. ® And Josaphat stood up in 
the assembly of Juda in Jerusalem, in 
the house of the Lord, in front of the 
new court. © And he said, O Lord 
God of my fathers, art not thou God 
in heaven above, and art not thou 
Lord of all the kingdoms of the na- 
tions? and is there not in thy hand 
the might of dominion, and there is 
no one who can resist thee? 7 Art not 
thou the Lord that didst destroy the 
inhabitants of this land before the face 
of thy people Israel, and didst give it 
to thy beloved seed of Abraham for 
ever? ® And they dwelt in it, and 
built in it a sanctuary to thy name, 
saying, ° If there should come upon us 
evils, sword, judgment, pestilence, 
famine, we will stand before this house, 
and before thee, (for thy name is upon 
this house,) and we will ery to thee 
because of the affliction, and thou shalt 
hear, and deliver. '° And now, be- 
hold, the children of Ainmon, and 
Moab, and Mount Seir, with regard to 
whom thou didst not permit Isracl to 
*Gr.them. pass through * their border, 
when they had come out of the land of 
Egypt, (for they turned away from 
them, and did not destroy them;)— 
*1 yet now, behold, they make attempts 
against us, to come forth to cast us out 
{rom our inheritance which thou gavest 
us. 'O Lord our God, wilt thou not 
judge them? for we have no strength 
to resist this great multitude that is 
come against us; and we know not 
what we shall do to them: but our cyes 


are toward thee. | Andall Juda was 
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standing before the Lord, and their 
children, and their wives. 14 And 
Oziel the son of Zacharias, of the chil- 
dren of Banaias, of the sons of Ehel 
ithe sons of Matthanias the Levite, of 
the sons of Asaph,—upon him came 
the Spirit of the Lord in the assembly: 
' and he said, Hear ye, all Juda, and 
the dwellers in Jerusalem, and king 
Josaphat, thus says the Lord to you, 
even you, lear not, neither + Gr. you 

be alarmed, before all this 7USl¥es: 
great multitude; for the battle is not 
yours, but God’s. '* To-morrow go 
ye down against them: behold, they 
come up by the ascent of Assies, and ye 
shall find them at the extremity of the 
river of the wilderness of J pan! Volt 
is not for you to fight: understand 
these things, and sce the deliverance of

and his mother’s name was Azuba, 
daughter of Sali. *? And he walked 
in the ways of his father Asa, and 
turned not aside from doing that 
which was nght in the sight of the 
Lord. #3 Nevertheless the high’places 
yet remained ; and as yet the people

And they 
could not go to Tharsis. 


21. And Josaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buricd in the city of 
David: and *Joran his son talex. Joram. 
reigned in his stead. *And he had 
brothers, the six sons of Josaphat, 
Azarias, and Jeiel, and Zacharias, and 
Azarias, and Michael, and Zaphatias: 
all these were the sons of Josaphat king 
of Juda. * And their father gave them 
many gifts, silver, and gold, and arms, 
together with fortified citics in Juda: 
but he gave the kingdoin to Joram, 
for he was the first-born. ‘And Joram 
‘entered upon his kingdom, 1,9" Tose up 
and ‘strengthened himself, 4 ¢, vas 
and slew all his brothers strengthened. 
with the sword, and some of the princes 
of Isracl. ®When he was thirty and 
two years old, Joram succeeded to his 
kingdom, and he reigned eight years 
in Jerusalem. And he walked in the 
way of the kings of Israel, as did the 
house of Aechaab; for a daughter of 
Achaab was his wife: and he did that 
which was evil in the sight of the Lord: 
T neverthcless the Lord would not 
utterly destroy the house of David, 
because of the covenant whieh he made 
with David, and as he said to him, 
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that he would give a light to him and 
his sons for ever. *In those days 
Edom revolted from Juda, and they 
made a king over themselves. °And 
Joram went with the princes, and all 
the cavalry with him: and it came to 
pass that he arose by might, and smote 
Edom that compassed him about, and 
the captains of the chariots, and the 
people fled to their tents. '° And 
Edom revolted from Juda until this 
day. Then Lomna at that time re- 
volted from wnder his hand, because 
he forsook the Lord God of his fathers. 
'! For he built high places in the cities 
of Juda, and no the dwellers in 
Jerusalem to go a-whoring, and led 
Juda astray. |? And there came to 
him a message in writing from Ehiu 
the prophet, saying, Thus says the 
Lord God of thy father David, Because 
thou hast not walked in the way of thy 
father Josaphat, nor in the ways of 
Asa king of Juda, '* but hast walked in 
the ways of the kings of Israel, and 
hast caused Juda and the dwellers in 
Jerusalem to go a-whoring, as the 
house of Achaab caused Jsrae/ to go 
a-whoring, and thou hast slain thy 
brethren, the sons of thy father, who 
were better than thyself ; '* bchold, the 
Lord shall smite thee with a great 
plague among thy people, and thy sons, 
and thy wives, and all thy store: 
and thou shalt be afflicted with a 
gricvous disease, with a disease of the 
bowels, until thy bowcls shall * fall 


+ Gr. come out day by day with the 
Boe sickness. '® So the Lord 
stirred up the Philistines against 


Joram, and the Arabians, and those 
who bordered on the Authiopians : 
and they went up against Juda, 
and prevailed against them, and took 
away all the store which they found in 
the house of the king, and his sons, 
and his daughters; and there was no 
son left to him but Ochozias the 
+ Gr.least. T youngest of his sons. '* And 
after all these things the Lord smote 


him in the bowels with an incurable 
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disease. '?And it *continued from day 
to day: and when the time +ér. was. 
of the days came to two * years, luis 
bowels fell out with the dis- 
case, and he died by a 
grievous distemper: and 
his people performed no 
funeral, like the funeral of 
his fathers.

Thalgaphellasar king of Assyria, and 
he afflicted him. 7! And Achaz took 
the things that were in the house of 
the Lord, and the things in the house 
of the king, and of the princes, and gave 
them to the king of Assyria: but he 
was no help to him, ”tbut J ie obs 
only troubled him in his punctuationof

*8 Achaz said, I will seek after the gods 
of Damascus that smite me. And he 
said, Forasmuch as the’ gods of the 
king of Syria themselves strengthen 
them, therefore will I sacrifice to them, 
and they will help me.

arias. ?And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord, accord- 
ing to all that his father David had 
done. *And it came to pass, when 
t Gr. stood. he *was established over lis 
kingdom, in the first month, he opened 
the doors of the house of the Lord, 
and repaired them. ‘And he brought 
in the priests and the Levites, and put 
them on the east side, and said to 
them, Hear, ye Levites, now sanctify 
yourselves, and sanctify the honse of 
the Lord God of your fathers, and cast 
out the impurity from the holy places. 
®For our fathers have revolted, and 
done that which was evil before the 
Lord our God, and have forsaken him, 
and have turned away their face from 
the tabernacle of the Lord, and have 
turned the’r back. 7And they have 
shut np the doors of the feaiple and 
put out the lamps, and have not burnt 
incense, and have not offered whole- 
burnt-ofierings in the holy place to the 
God of Israel. *And the Lord was 
very angry with Juda and Jerusalem, 
and made them an astonishment, and 
a desolation, and a hissing, as ye sce 
with your eyes. °®And, behold, your 
+Hev.91 fathers *have been smitten 
with the sword, and your sons and 
your daughters and your wives are in

itis even now. ?}° Therefore it is now

from us. |! And now be not wanting

to your duty, for the Lord has chosen 
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you to stand before him to minister, 
and to be ministers and burners of 
incense to him. }* Then the Levites 
rose up, Maath the son of Amasi, and 
Joel the son of Azarias, of the sons of 
Kaath: and of the sons of Merari, [is 
the son of Abdi, and Azarias the son 
of Ilaclel: and of the sons of Gedsoni, 
Jodaad the son of Zemmath, and Joa- 
dam: these were the sons of Joacha. 
13 And of the sons of Elisaphan; Zam- 
bri, and Jeicl: and of the sons of 
Asaph; Zacharias, and Matthanias: 
Mand of the sons of ASman; Jeicl, and 
Semei: and of the sons of Idithun; 
Samaias, and Ozicl. ‘And they 
gathered their brethren, and they 
purified themselves according to the 
king’s command by the order of the 
Lord, to purify the house of the Lord. 
'©And the priests entered into the 
house of the Lord, to purify zz, and 
they cast out all the uncleanness that 
was found in the house of the Lord, 
even into the court of the house of the 
Lord: and the Levites received 7 to 
cast into the brook of Kedron without.

Ezckias, and said, We have purific 

all the things in the house of the 
Lord, the altar of whole-bumt-offering, 
and its vessels, and the table of shew- 
bread, and its vessels; and all the 
vessels which king Achaz polluted in 
his reign, in his apostacy, we have 
prepared and purified: behold, they 
are before the altar of the Lord. 7° And 
king [zekias rose carly in the morn- 
ing, and gathered the chief men of the 
eity, and went up to the house of the 
Lord. *!And he brought seven calves, 
seven rams, seven lambs, seven kids of 
goats for a sin-offering, for the king- 
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dom, and for the holy things, and for 
Israel: and he told the priests the sons 
of Aaron to go up to the altar of the 
Lord. *And they slew the calves, 
and the priests received the blood, and 
poured it on the altar: and they slew 
the rams, and poured the blood upon 
the altar: also they slew the lambs, 
and poured the blood round the altar. 
8 And they brought the goats for a sin- 
offering before the king and the con- 
gregation; and laid their hands upon 
them. * And the priests slew them, 
and offered their blood as a propitia- 
tion on the altar; and they made 
atonement for all Israel: for the king 
said, The whole-burnt-offering, and 
the sin-offerings are for all Israel. 
25 And he stationed the Levites in the 
house of the Lord with cymbals, and 
lutes, and harps, according to the com- 
mandment of king David, and of Gad 
1 Gr. seer to the *king’s seer, and Nathan 
theking- the prophet: for by the 
commandment of the Lord the order 
was in the hand of the prophets. 
6And the Levites stood with the in- 
struments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets. * And Ezekias 
told them to offer up the whole-burnt- 
offering on the aitar: and when they 
began to offer the whole-burnt-offer- 
ing, they began to sing to the Lord, 
and the trumpets accompanied the in- 
struments of David king of Israel. 
8 And all the congregation worshipped, 
and the psalm-singers were singing, 
and the trumpets sounding, until the 
whole-burnt-sacrifice had been * com- 
+Gr.completed. pletely offered. * And 
when they had done offering it, the 
king and all that were * present bowed, 
+Gr.found. and worshipped. *° And 
Hebraism. king Ezekiasand the princes 
told the Levites to sing hymns to the 
Lord in’ the words of David, and of 
Asaph the prophet: and they sang 
hymns with gladness, and fell down and 
+@r, flea worshipped. *! Then Ezckias 
your hands. snewered and said, Now ye 
have "consecrated yourselves to the 
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Lord, bring near and offer sacrifices of 
praise in the house of the Lord. And 
the congregation brought sacrifices 
and thank-offerings into the house of 
the Lord; and every one who was 
ready in his heart brought whole-burnt- 
offerings. *?And the number of the 
*whole-burnt-offerings which the con- 
gregation brought, was +Gr.singular. 
seventy calves, a hundred rams, two 
hundred lambs: all these were for a 
whole-burnt-offering to the Lord. 
33 And the consecrated calves were six 
hundred, and the sheep three thousand.

30. And Ezekias sent to all Israel 
and Juda, and wrote letters to Ephraim 
and Manasse, that they should come 
into the house of the Lord to Jeru- 
salem, to keep the *passover + Gr. gacex. 
to the Lord God of Israel. 4 
*For the king, and the princes, and 
all the congregation in Jerusalem, 
designed to keep the passover in the 
second month. * For they could not 
keep it at that time, because a sufficient 
number of priests had not punfied 
themselves, and the people was not 
gathered to Jerusalem. ‘* And the 
proposal pleased the king and the con- 
grevation. ° And they established a 
deeree that a proclamation should go 
through all Israel, from Beersabee to 
Dan, that they should come and keep 
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the passover to the Lord God of 
Tsracl at Jerusalem: for the multitude 
had not done it lately according to the 
tGr.running men. scripture. °And the *posts 
qd. couners. — .vant with the letters from 
the king and the princes to all Isracl 
and Juda, according to the command 
of the king, saying, Children of Isracl, 
return to the Lord God of Abraam, 
and Isaac, and Isracl, and bring back 
them that have escaped even those that 
were leit of the hand of the king of 
Assyria, ‘And be not as your fathers, 
and your brethren, who revolted from 
the Lord God of their fathers, and he 
gave them up to desolation, as ye see. 
5 And now harden not your hearts, 
as your fathers did: give glory to the 
Lord God, and enter into his sanc- 
tuary, which he has sanctified for ever: 
and serve the Lord your God, and he 
shall turn away his fierce anger from 
you. * For when ye turn to the Lord, 
your brethren and your children shall 
be pitied before all that have carricd 
them captives, and he will restore you 
to this land: forthe Lord our God is 
merciful and pitiful, and wil! not turn 
away his face from you, if we return 
to him, '°So the posts went through 
from city to city in Mount Ephraim, 
and Manasse, and as far as Zabulon: 
hee were *5 and they ‘as it were laughed 
SeeGen.19.14. them to scorn, and mocked 
them. |! But the men of Aser, and 
some of Manasses and of Zabulon, were 
ashamed, and came to Jerusalem and 
Juda. }* And the hand of the Lord 
was present to give them one heart to 
come, to do according to the com- 
mands of the king and of the princes, 
by the word of the Lord. 7" And a 
great imultitude were gathered to 
Jerusalem to keep the feast of un- 
leavened bread in the second month, 
a very great congregation. ' And 
they arose, and took away the altars 
that were in Jerusalem, and all on 
which they burnt incense to false gods 
they tore down and cast into the brook 
reehoy 'S Then they killed the pass- 
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over on the fourteenth day of the 
second month: and the priests and the 
Levites repented, and purified them- 
selves, and brought whole-burnt-offer- 
ings into the house of the Lord. "And 
they stood at their post, according to 
their ordinance, according to the com- 
mandment of Moses the man of God: 
and the priests received the blood from 
the hand of the Levites. '’ For a great 
part of the congregation was not sanc- 
tified; and the Levites were ready to 
kall the passover for every one who 
could not sanctify himself to the Lord. 
'S Tor the greatest part of the people 
of Ephraim, and Manasse, and Issa- 
char, and Zabulon, had not purified 
themselves, but ate the passover con- 
trary to the scnipture. On this account 
also zckias prayed concerning them, 
saying, ° The good Lord be mereiful, 
with regard to every heart that *sin- 
cerely secks the Lord God  tairectsitseit 
of their fathers, and is not 's¢* 
purified according to the purification 
of the ‘sanctuary. ?° And + Gr. plural. 
the Lord hearkened to Ezekias, and 
healed the people. *! And the chil- 
dren of Israel who were present in 
Jerusalem kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with great joy; and 
they continued to sing hymns to the 
Lord daily, and the pricsts and the 
Levites played on instruments to the 
Lord. And Ezckias ten- 16% spokete 
couraged all the Levites, the Levites. 
and those that had good understanding 
of the Lord: and they completely kept 
the feast of unleavened bread seven 
days, offering ‘peace-ofler- +r. singular. 
ings, and confessing to the Lord God 
of their fathers. *? And the congreea- 
tion purposed together to keep other 
seven days: and they kept seven days 
with eae 4 For Eze- 

kias ‘set apart for Juda, fruits inbenalt 
even for the congregation, % 

a thousand calves and seven thousand 
sheep; and the princes sect apart for 
the people a thousand calves and ten 
thousand sheep: and the holy things

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of the priests abundantly. * And all 
the congregation, the priests and the 
Levites, rejoiced, and all the congre- 
gation of Juda, and they that were 
present of Jernsalem, and the strangers 
that came from the land of Israel, and 
the dwellers in Juda. ” And there 
was great joy in Jerusalem: from the 
days of Solomon the son of David king 
of Israel there was not such a feast in 
Jerusalem. *'Ihen the priests the 
Levites rose up and blessed the people: 
and their voice was heard, and their 
prayer came into his holy dwelling- 
place, even into heaven. 


31. And when all these things were 
finished, all Isvael that were found in 
the cities of Juda went out, and broke 
ccuuame” m pieces the ‘pillars, and 
images. cut down the groves, and 
tore down the high places and the 
altars out of all Judea and Benjamin, 
also of Ephraim and Manasse, till they 
made an end: and all Israel returned, 
every one to his inheritance, and to 
their cities. ® And Ezekias appointed 
tor, daily the *courses of the priests 
bs. and the Levites, and the 
courses of eachi one according to his 
ministry, to the priests and to the 
Levites, for the whole-burnt-offering, 
and for the peace-offering, and to 
praisc, and to give thanks, and to 
minister in the gates and in the courts 
of the house of the Lord. * And the 
king’s proportion out of his substance 
was appomted for the whole-burnt- 
offerings, the morning and the evening 
one, and the wholce-burnt-offerings for 
the sabbaths, and for the new moons, 
and for the feasts that were ordered in 
the law of the Lord. 4 And they told 
the people who dwelt in Jerusalem, to

they were finished. ® And Ezekias 
and the princes came and saw the 
heaps, and blessed the Lord, and his 
people Israel. ° Then Ezekias in- 
quired of the priests and the Levites 
concerning the heaps. '° And Azarias 
the priest, the chief over the house of 
Sadoe spoke to him, and said, From 
the time that the first-fruits began to 
be brought into the house of the Lord, 
we have eaten and drunk, and left 
even abundantly; for the Lord has 
blessed his people, and we have left 
to this amount. *! And Ezekias told 
them yet farther to prepare chambers 
for the house of the Lord; and they 
prepared them, "and they brought 
thither the first-fruits and the tithes 
faithfully: and Chonenias the Levite 
was superintendent over them, and 
Semei his brother was next. ' And 
Jeiel, and Ozias, and Naeth, and 
Asacl, and Jerimoth, and Jozabad, 
and Eliel, and Samachia, and Maath, 
and Banaias, and his sons, were ap- 
pointed by Chonenias and Semei his 
brother, as Ezckias the king, and Aza- 
rias who was over the house of the 
Lord commanded. 4 And Kore, the 
son of Jemna the Levite, the porter 
eastward, was over the gifts, to dis- 
tribute the first-fruits of the Lord, and 
the most holy things, by the hand 
of Odom, and Benjamin, and Jesus, 
and Semei, and Amarias, and Secho- 
nias, by the hand of the pmiests faith- 
fully, to give to their brethren accord- 
ing to the ues well to great as 
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sinall. '® Besides the increase of males 
from three years old and upwards, to 
every one entering into the house of 
the Lord, @ portion according to a 
daily rate, for service in the daily 
courses of their order. |” This the 
distribution of the priests according to 
the houses of their families; and the 
Levites in their daily courses from 
twenty years old and upward were in 
their order, '* to assign stations for all 
the increase of their sons and their 
daughters, for the whole number: for 
they faithfully sanctified the holy 
place. |° As for the sons of Aaron that 
executed the priests’ office, even those 
from their citics, the men in each 
several city who were named expressly, 
—were appointed to give a portion to 
every male among the priests, and to 
every one reckoned among the Levites. 
0 And Ezekias did so through all 
Juda, and did that which was good 
and right before the Lord his God. 
1 And in every work which he began 
in service in the house of the Lord, 
and in the Jaw, and in the ordinances, 
‘See Daniel he sought his God with all 
eres his soul, and* wrought, and 
prospered. 


32. And after these things and this 
‘Gr.truth, faithful dealing, came Sen- 
nacherim king of the Assyrians, and 
he came to Juda,and encamped against 
'@r.said. the fortified cities, and *in- 
tended to take them for himself. ?And 
Ezekias saw that Sennacherim was 
come, and that his face was set to fight 
against Jerusalem. * And he took 
counsel with his elders and his mighty 
men to stop the wells of water which 
were without the city: and they helped 
him. ‘ And he collected many people, 
and stopped the wells of water, and 
6r.madea the river that ‘flowed | 
cider: through the city, saying, 
Lest the king of «Assyria come, and 
find much water, and strengthen Adw- 
self. ® And [zckias strengthened 
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himself, and built all the wall that had 
been pulled down, and the towers, and 
another wall in front without, and 
fortified the ‘strong place of’ ter.avéAnupa- 
the city of David, and pre- Hee 79 
pared arms in abundance. ° And he 
appointed captains of war over the 
eople, and they were gathered to meet 
fend to the open place of the gate of 
the valley, and he 'encou- 1tGr. spoke to 
raged them, saying, 7 Be ‘heat 
strong and courageous, and fear not, 
neither be dismayed before the king of 
Assyria, and before all the nation that 
?s with him: for there are more with 
us than with him. ® With him are 
arms of flesh; but with us zs the Lord 
our God to save us, and to fight our 
battle. And the people were encou- 
raged at the words of Ezekias king of 
Juda. %And afterwards Sennacherim 
king of the Assyrians sent his servants 
to Jerusalem, and he went himself 
against Lachis, and all his army with 
him, and sent to Ezckias king of Juda, 
and to all Juda that was in Bf erusalem, 
saying, '° Thus says Sennacherim king 
of the Assyrians, On what do ye trust, 
that ye will remain in the siege in 
Jerusalem? 3! Does not Ezckias de- 
ceive you, to deliver you to death and 
famine and thirst, saying, The Lord 
our God will deliver us out of the hand 
of the king of Assyria? |? Is not this 
Ezekias who has taken down his altars 
and his high places, and has spoken to 
Juda and the dwellers in Jerusalem, 
saying, Ye shall worship before this 
altar, and burn incense upon it? 
'S Know ye not what I and my fathers 
have done to all the nations of the 
countries? Could the gods of the 
nations of all the carth at all rescue 
their people out of my hand? =‘ Who 
is there among all the gods of those 
nations whom my fathers utterly de- 
stroyed, worthy of tinst? Could the 
deliver their people out of my tant 
that your God should deliver you out 
of my hand? 1 Now then. let not 
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Ezckias deceive you, and let him not 
make you thus confident, and believe 
him not: for no god of any kingdom 
or nation is at all able to deliver his 
people out of my hand, or the hand of 
my fathers: therefore your God shall 
not deliver you out of my hand. 
'®And his servants continued to speak 
against the Lord God, and against 
his servant Ezekias. !7 And he wrote 
+ Or, book. a ‘letter to reproach the 
Lord God of Isracl, and spoke con- 
cerning him, saying, As the gods 
of the nations of the carth have not 
delivered their people out of my hand, 
so the God of Ezckias shall by no 
means deliver his people out of my 
hand. '§And he cried with a loud 
voice in the Jews’ language to the 
people of Jerusalem on the wall; calling 
them to assist them, and pull down the 
walls, that they might take the city. 
And he Spas against the God of 
Jerusalem, cven as against the gods of 
the nations of the earth, the works of 
the hands of men. * And king Eze- 
kias and Esaias the prophet the son of 
Amos prayed concerning these things, 
and they cried to heaven. *! And the 
Lord sent an angel, and he destroyed 
every mighty man and warrior, and 
leader and captain in the camp of the 
king of Assyria: and he returned with 
shame of face to his own land and came 
into the house of his god: and some 
of them that came out of his bowels 
slew him with the sword. **So the 
Lord delivered Ezekiasand the dwellers 
in Jerusalem out of the hand of Sen- 
nacherim king of Assyria, and out of 
the hand of all his enemies, and gave 
them rest round about. ®* And many 
brought gifts to the Lord to Jeru- 
salem, and presents to Ezckias king of 
Juda; and he was exalted in the cyes 
of all the nations aftcr these things. 
4 In those days Ezekias was sick even

sels; 8 and cities for the produce of 
corn, and wine, and oil; and ‘stalls and 
mangers for every Atnd + Gr. villages. 
of cattle, and folds for flocks; *° and 
cities which he built for himself, and 
store of sheep and oxen in abundance, 
for the Lord gave him a very great 
store. *° The same Ezekias stopped 
up the course of the water of Gion 
above, and brought the water down 
straight south of the city of David. 
And Ezekias prospered in all his works.

And all his sins, 
and his backslidings, and the spots on 
which he built the high places, and set 
there groves and graven images, before 
he repented, behold, they are written 
in the books of the scers. And Ma- 
nasses slept with his fathers, and they 
buried him in the garden of his house: 
and Amon his son reigned in his stead. 
*! Amon was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned two ycars in Jerusalem. #?And 
he did that which was evil in the sight 
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of the Lord, as his father Manasses did: 
and Amon sacrificed to all the idols 
which his father Manasses had made, 
and served them. 23 And he was not 
humbled before the Lord as his father 
Manasses was humbled; for his son 
Amon abounded in transgression. 
** And his servants conspired against 
him, and slew him in his house. ”And 
the people of the land slew the men 
who had conspired against king Amon;

34. Josias was eight years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
thirty-one years in Jerusalem. *And 
he did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lord, and walked in the 
ways of his father David, and’ tumed 
t@r.and, not aside to the right hand‘ or 
to the left. *And in the cighth year 
of his reign, when he was yet a youth, 
he began to seek the ial God of his 
father David: and in the twelfth year 
of his reign he began to purge Juda 
and Jerusalem from the high places, 
and the groves, and the ornaments for 
the altars, and the molten images. 
4And he pulled down the altars of 
Baalim that were before his face, and 
the high places that were above them; 
and he cut down the groves, and the 
graven images, and broke in pieces the 
molten images, and reduced them to 
powder, and cast 7¢ upon the surface of 
the tombs of those who had sacrificed 
to them. *And he burnt the bones of 
the priests upon the altars, and purged 
Juda and Jerusalem. ‘And he did so 
in the cities of Manasse, and Ephraim, 
and Symeon, and Nephthali, and the 
places round about them. ‘And he 
pulled down the altars and the groves, 
and he cut the idols in small pieces, 
and cut off all the high places from all 
tAlex.inserts the land of Israel, and re- 
ore owereXers turned to Jerusalem. *And 
finished.’ in the eighteenth year of

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the land, and the house, he sent Sa- 
phan the son of Ezeclias, and Maasa

dwellers in Jerusalem. 1° And they 
gave it into the hand of the workmen, 
who were appointed in the house of the 
Lord, and they gave it to the work- 
men who wrought in the house of 
the Lord, to ‘repair and_ ter. prepare. 
strengthen the house. '' They gave it 
also to the carpenters and builders, to 
buy squared? stones, and tim- + Or, hewn. 
ber for beams to cover the houses 
which the kings of Juda had destroyed. 
12And the men were faithfully engaged 
in the works: and over them were 
superintendents, Jeth and Abdias, Le- 
vites of the sons of Merari, and Zacha- 
rias and Mosollam, of the sons of Kaath, 
appointed to oversee; and every Levite, 
and every one that understood how to 
play on musical instruments. “And 
overseers were over the burden-bearers, 
and over all the workmen in the re- 
spective works, and of the Levites were 
appointed scribes, and judges, and 
porters. And when they brought 
forth the money that had been brought 
into the house of the Lord, Chelcias 
the priest found a book of the law of 
the Lord given by the hand of Moses. 
145And Chelcias answered and said to 
Saphan the scribe, I have found a book 
of the law in the house of the Lord. 
And Chelcias gave the book to Saphan. 
16And Saphan brought in the book to 
the king, and moreover gave an ac- 
count to the king, saying, This ts all 
the money given into the hand of thy 
servants that work. ‘And they have 
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‘collected the moncy that was found 
+ Gr. melted. in the house of the Lord, 
and given it into the hand of the over- 
seers, and into the hand of them that 
do the work. '*And Saphan the scribe 
brought word to the king, saying, 
Chelcias the pricst has given me a 
book. And Saphan read it before the 
king. And it came to pass, when 
the king heard the words of the law, 
that he rent his garments. ®? And the 
king commanded Chelcias, and Achi- 
cham the son of Saphan, and Abdom 
the son of Michaias, and Saphan the 
scribe, and Asaia the servant of the 
king, saying, *! Go, inquire of the Lord 
for me, and for every one that is left 
in Isracl and Juda, concerning the 
words of the book that is found: for 
great is the wrath of the Lord which 
+ or, famed has * been kindled amongst 
forthe us, because our fathers have 
not hearkened to the words of the 
Lord, to do according to all the things 
written in this book. ??And Chelcias 
went, and the others whom the king 
told, to Olda the prophetess, the wife 
of Sellem son of Thecoe, son of Aras, 
who kept the commandments; and she 
dwelt in Jerusalem in ‘the second 
tGr.pacavat, Quarter: and they spoke 
Heb. word- to her accordingly. %And 
she said to them, Thus has the Lord 
God of Israel said, Tell the man who 
sent you to me, 4 Thus says the Lord, 
‘Gr. evils. Behold, I bring * evil upon 
this place, even all the words that arc 
written im the book that was read 
before the king of Juda: * because they 
have forsaken me, and burnt incense 
to strange gods, that they might pro- 
voke me by all the works of their 
'Gr-hasfiamea hands; and my wrath ‘is 
ode kindled against this place, 
and it shall not be quenched. 7° And 
concerning the king of Juda, who sent 
you to seck the Lord,—thus shall ye 
say to him, Thus says the Lord God 
of Israel, As for the words which thou 


hast heard, 7’ forasinuch as thy heart 
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was ashamed, and thou wast humbled 
before me when thou heardest my 
words against this place, and against 
the inhabitants of it, and thou wast 
humbled before me, and didst rend thy 
garments, and didst weep before me; 
I also have heard, says the Lord. 

8 Behold, I will gather thee to thy 
fathers, and thou shalt be gathered to 
thy grave in peace, and thine cycs 
shall not look upon all the evils which 
I am bringing upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants of it. And they 
brought back word to the king *And 
the king sent and gathered the elders 
of Juda and Jerusalem. *And the 
king went up to the house of the Lord, 
he and all Juda, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and the priests, and the 
Levites, and all the people great and 
small: and he read in their cars all the 
words of the book of the covenant that 
were found in the house of the Lord. 
31 And the king stood at a pillar, and 
made a covenant before the Lord, to 
walk before the Lord, to keep his com- 
mandments and testimonics, and his 
ordinances, with all Ais heart and with 
all his soul, so as to perform the words 
of the covenant that were written in 
this book. *And he caused all that 
were found in Jerusalem and Benjamin 
to stand; and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem made a covenant in the house of 
the Lord God of their fathers. *%And 
Josias removed all the abominations 
out of the whole land which belonged 
to the children of Israel, and caused 
all that were found in Jerusalem and 
in Israel, to serve the Lord + Gr. from 
their God all his days: he >ctint- 
departed not * from following the Lord 
God of his fathers. 


35. And Josias kept a passover to 
the Lord his God; and sacrificed the 
passover on the fourteenth day of the 
first month. *And he appointed the 
priests at their charecs, and enconraged 
them for the services of the house of 
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the Lord. *And he told the Levites 
that were able ¢o act in all Isracl, that 
they should consecrate themselves to 
the Lord: and they put the holy ark 
in the house which Solomon the son 
of David king of Israel built: and the 
king said, Ye must not carry anything 
on your shoulders: now then minister 
to the Lord your God, and to his 
people Israel. “And prepare yourselves 
according to the houses of your fami- 
lies, and according to your daily 
courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Israel, and the order by 
the hand of his son Solomon. °And 
stand ye in the house according to the 
divisions of the houses of your fami- 
lies for your brethren the sons of the 
people; so also let there be for the 
Levites a division of the house of their 
family. ®And kill ye the passover, and 
prepare 7 for your brethren, to do ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord, by 
the hand of Moses. “And Josias ‘gave 
Tor, began, as an offering to the chil- 
dren of the people, sheep, 
and lambs, and kids of the young of 
the goats, all for the passover, even for 
all that were found, in number amount- 
ing to thirty thousand, and three thou- 
sand calves, these were of the substance 
of the king. *And his princes gave 
an offering to the people, and to the 
priests, and~to the Levites: and Chel- 
eias and Zacharias and Jeiel the chief 
men gave to the priests of the house 
of God, they even gave for the pass- 
over sheep, and lambs, and kids, two 
thousand six hundred, and three hun- 
dred calves. ® And Chonenias, and 
Banexas, and Sameas, and Nathanael 
his brother, and Asabias, and Jeiel, 
and Jozabad, heads of the Levites, 
gave an offering to the Levites for the 
passover, of five thousand sheep and 
five hundred calves. !°And the ser- 
vice was duly ordered, and the priests 
stood in their place, and the Levitesin 
their divisions, according to the com- 
mand of the king. ''And they slew 
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the passover, and the pricsts sprinkled 
the blood from their hand, and the 
Levites flayed the victims. '®And they 
prepared the wholc-burnt-oflerine to 
gre to them, according to the division 
y the houses of families, even to the 
sons of the people, to offer to the Lord, 
as it is written in the book of Moses, 
‘And thus they did till the morning. 
And they roasted the passover with fire 
aceording to the fordi- + Gr. judgment. 
nance; and boiled the holy pieces in 
eopper vessels and caldrons, and the 
feast went on well, and they * quickly 
served all the children of +r. ranto. 
the people. 'And after they had pre- 
pared for themselves and for the priests, 
for the priests were engaged in offering 
the whole-burnt-offermgs and the fat 
until night, then the Levites prepared 
for themselves, and for their brethren 
the sons of Aaron. And the sons of 
Asaph the psalm-singers were at their 
ee according to the commands of 
avid, and Asaph, and Aman, and 
Idithom, the prophets of the king: 
also the chiefs and the porters of the 
several gates;—it was not for them to 
stir from the service of the holy things, 
for their brethren the Levites prepared 
for them. 1° So all the service of the 
Lord was duly ordered and prepared 
in that day, ‘for keeping the _ ter. of. 
passover, and offering the whole-burnt- 
sacrifices on the altar of the Lord, ac- 
cording to the command of king Josias. 
And the children of Israel that were 
‘present kept the passover +r. found. 
at that time, and the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days. 'SAnd there was 
no passover like it in Israel from the 
days of Samuel the propaas ‘or any 
king of Israel: they kept +r. andevery. 
not such a passover as Josias, and the 
priests, and the Levites, and all Juda 
and Israel that were present, and the 
dwellers in Jerusalem, kept to the 
Lord. 1 In the eighteenth year of the 
reign of Josias this passover was kept, 
after all these things that Josias did in 
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the house. And king Josias burnt 
+more tit. those who had in them a 
ventriloquists- divining spirit, and the 
wizards, and the images, and the idols, 
and the sodomites which were in the 
land of Juda and in Jerusalem, that he 
might confirm the words of the law 
that were written in the book which 
Chelcias the priest found in the house 
of the Lord. There was no hing like 
him before him, who turned to the 
Lord with all his heart, and all his 
soul, and all his strength, according to 
all the law of Moses, and after him 
there rose up none like him. Never- 
theless the Lord turned not from the 
anger of his fierce wrath, wherewith 
the Lord was greatly angry against 
Juda, for all the provocations where- 
with Manasses provoked him: and the 
Lord said, I will even remove Juda 
also from my presence, as I have re- 
moved Israel, and I have rejected the 
city which I chose, even Jerusalem, 
and the house of which I said, My 
name shall be there. ?°And Pharao 
Nechao king of Egypt went up against 
the king of the Assyrians to the river 
Euphrates, and king Josias went to 
meet him. And he sent messengers 
to him, saying, What have I to do 
with thee, O king of Juda? I am not 
come to-day to war against thee; and 
God has told me to hasten: beware of 
the God that is with me, lest he de- 
stroy thee. 7? However Josias turned 
not his face from him, but strengthened 
himself to fight against him, and heark- 
ened not to the words of Nechao by 
the mouth of God, and he came to 
fight in the plain of Mageddo. *And 
the archers shot at king Josias; and 
the king said to his servants, ‘l'ake me 
+ Lit. valde away, for I am * severely 
labor avis wounded. And his ser- 
vants lifted him out of the chariot, and 
put him in the second chariot which 
he had, and brought him to Jerusalem; 
and he died, and was buried with his 


fathers: and all Juda and Jerusalem 
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lamented over Josias. **And Jercinias 
tmourned over Josias, and + or,frameda 
all the chief men and chief mention. 

women uttered a lamentation over 
Josias until this day: and they made 
it an ordinance for Israel, and, behold, 
it is written in the lamentations. ?®And 
the rest of the acts of Josias, and his 
hope, ‘are written in the law + Gr. were. 

of the Lord. ®7And his acts, the first 
and the last, bchold, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Isracl and Juda.

Sedckias was 
twenty-one years old when he began 
to reign, aa he reigned cleven years 
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in Jerusalem. ' And he did that 
which was evil in the sight of the 
Lord his God: he was not ashamed 
before the prophet Jeremias, nor be- 
cause of the word of the Lord; !in 
that he rebelled against king Nabueho- 
donosor, which he adjured him b 

God not to do: but he stiffened his 
neck, and hardened his heart, so as 
not to return to the Lord God of 
Israel.
